the flood was but about 26,950. There were 
but few lost between Johnstown and the 
lake, The mostof the loss ceatered in Johns- 
town and the four settlements clustered 
around it, and the populated portion of this 
area exposed to the flood amounted to about 
15,000. Comparing the registration and those 
known to have gone away with this number 
it is clear that all talk about a loss of 15,000, 
or 10,000, or even 8,000 lives is exaggeration. 
It is more likely the real loss will fail under 
5,000 than over, and possibly may be reduced 
to the vicinity of 3,000. In like manner the 
property Joss has been overstated. Instead 
of the wild talk of fifty or seventy-five mill- 
ions probably fifteen millions will come much 
nearer the truth. Of this aconsiderable por- 
tion falls upon the great iron, steel, and rail- 
road corporations, whica do not need any 
help. 

Even at these reduced figures the disaster 
is terrible enough, and the generosity of the 
country has not been misapplied. An enor- 
mous amount of money has been raised, be- 
sides other supplies. New York and Phila- 
deiphia alone have sent around million of 
dollars. There is not the slightest possibil- 
ity, unless the money is stolen or squandered, 
that any one will suffer any longer in that 
valley. There is more danger that the lazy 
and the indolent will live on it until it gives 
out, and there is every likelihood that a large 
part of it, for lack of charitable application 
in the absence of demand, may be used in 
rebuilding the town and grading the streets. 
From this view of the situation and in the 
light of the fortunate exaggerations which 
have been made Mayor Cregier has done 
wisely in stopping to consider whether it is 
best to divert a partof the generous fund 
which Chicago has raised to the help of 
Seattle, this new claimant upon our 
sympathy, whose condition Chicago cau ap- 
preciate thoroughly. In the contributions 
already forwarded to Johnstown the city has 
done her part nobly. There is still a hand- 
some sum left, and no injustice can be done 
to Johnstown by sending it to Seattle. The 
Mayor, therefore, has acted prudently in de- 
ciding to call a meeting of the subscribers 
and asking their consent to this step. The 
fire at Seattle was as great a calamity to its 
people as our fire was to us, and, though they 
bear it bravely and without complaint, the 
people of Chicago can well understand that 
a contribution of $40,000 or $50,000 to Seattle 
will not be amiss, The uncertainty which 
would attend a second canvass of the city, 
the fortunate exaggeration of the losses at 
Johnstown, and the more than ample manner 
in which those losses have been offset by the 
people's generosity all over the country 
every inducement, in fact, indicates the good 
sense and prudence of the diversion of the 
remainder of the fund to Seattle. 


THE GAMING TRUST AT WORK. 

The Chicago gamblers gave a large sum of 
money for the Democratic campaign fund 
last March. Though mostly Democrats they 
did not doit outof any natural love and af- 
fection for the principles of Democracy or 
for Mr. Cregier. It was a business invest- 
ment. They expected to get their money 
back, and far more. It was their positive 
understanding that ii the Democratic ticket 
won free gambling, forbidden under Roche, 
was to be permitted or winked at under bis 
successor. The Democrats did win, through 
the aid of 7,000 foolish Republican voters, and 
the gamblers with one accord opened their 
doors. The roulette wheels began to turn 
aud the faro dealers to deal. The tiger was 
ready to prey once more. 

The blacklegs were too brash about it, 
however. The promises made tothe clergy- 
men who were dabbling in politics after an 
amateur and sensational way, that Mayor 
Cregier’s rule should be one of uncom- 
promising morality, were still too fresh in the 
public memory. There was a rush of sur- 
prised “ saints”’ tothe Mayor’soffice. The re- 
sult was the Chief of Police was told to deny 
an interview in which he had said the gam- 
blers would not be interfered with if they 
did not do business after a brass-band fash- 
ion, and was directed to make some raids. 
This was done, and the out-of-town gamblers 
who had flocked here were told if they did 
not leave they would be run in ana sent to 
the bride well. 

_ Other topics soon engrossed the public 
mind. Events like tne Cronin murder divert- 
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American railroad stocks and bonds and pub- 
lic and private securities of every kind that 
promise a good profit and a safe investment. 
Wherever money is to be made in the United 
States, whether on “ the ores from the mines, 
the cattle from the hills, or the grain from 
tne fields,” Englishmen are quick to invest 
and seize the profit. Yet with all their eager- 
ness and boldness in seizing on anything in 
the United States in which they hope to find 
profit they are uncommonly successful in 
avoiding losses anc bad risks. Occasionallya 
salted mine or a wrecked or inflated property 
of one kind or another is worked off onan 
English syndicate, but as a rule British com- 
mercial sagacity comes off first best and 
the capitalists from the nation of shopkeep- 
ers suffer little in dealing with bargain-mak- 
ing Yankees. 

Englishmen evidently have full faith in the 
future of the United States. The natural re- 
sources of Great Britain are so fully de- 
veloped that Englishmen can use their ac- 
cumulating capital only in extending their 
manufactures and foreign trade, but there 
is nothing the British capitalist likes better 
than to take the gains made under free trade 
and invest them in a protectionist country. 
A free system of commerce has given En- 
glishmen the vast accumulations of capital 
which they are now willing to lend to or in- 
vest in other countries, always preferring one 
that has a good tariff system to encourage 
the development of home resources. With 
marvelous commercial sagacity John Bull 
wants free trade for the manufactures and 
traffic of his own island, but protection for 
his foreign investment. Nations have strug- 
gled with the question whether by free trade 
to gain foreign commerce or by protection 
to develop home resources, but the sazacious 
British capitalist finds a profit in both doc- 
trines by keeping his home trade under one 
and placing his foreign investments under 
the other. Jonn Buli does not want the 
earth, but will cheerfuily permit other peo- 
ple to retain the portions he finds not avail- 
able. He aspires chiefly to be the banker, 
money-lender, transporter, miner, and pro- 
ducer in the most profitable industries, and 
while ardentiy in favor of free trade for 
British commerce he prefers to invest in the 
natural resources of countries strongly de- 
voted to the protectionist doctrine. 

THE POWWOW AT ROSEBUD AGENCY. 

In the West considerable fear has been ex- 
pressed that tne Sioux Commissioners had 
not the knowledge of the Indian character 
needed to carry on the important negotia- 
tions for the cession of the big Sioux Res- 
ervation. It is of great importance to the 
Northwest that the reservation be opened so 
that railroads may secure a pathway to the 
Black Hills, access be had to the coal de- 
posits west of the Missouri in Dakota, and a 
new region devoted to settlement and civiii- 
zation. Such a mission, it was thought, 
should be intrusted only to men fitted by ex- 
perience to deal successfully with the Sioux 
Indians. Everybody conceded the fitness of 
Gen. Crook, the old Indian fighter, who has 
met tne redskins on many a fieid and taught 
them to respect his prowess, but doubts have 
been expressed as to the other members of 
the commission. Recent reports from Rose- 
bud Agency indicate, however, that the com- 
mission is getting along famously, and fault- 
finders would do weil to keep their peace and 
await results. 

The last powwow at Rosebud appears to 
have been well managed on the part of the 
Government and the Sioux braves were 
assailed with arguments of various kinds. 
Ex-Gov. Foster (“Calico Charley,“ as he is 
termed in Ohio) was suaviter in modo and Gen. 
Crook fortiterin re. At one time the chiefs 
listened to blandishment and persuasion and 
again to stern admonition. Gov. Foster 
opened the discussion by expatiating on the 
liberal terms offered by the Government and 
the great advantages of land in severalty, 
and as the Governor warmed to his theme 
he became seductively eloquent as he en- 
larged on the increased comfort and ease the 
Indians would have when the Great Father 
established them as farmers and stockgrow- 
ers and awarded them the income from a big 
trust fund. The Indians were quite taken 
with Foster’s address and signified their ap- 
preciation by making him a member of the 
Sioux Nation, crowning him with an elabor- 
ate taildress of high-colored feathers, and 
daubbing him “ Young- Man- Proud -of - His- 
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mony that he, an ed ueated man, supposed to 
know sometuing of the laws of this country, 
saw no great harmin becoming the passive, 
pliant, blind tool of men of whom he person- 
ally knew little and of whose reasons for 
giving their orders hé knew nothing. He be- 
heves in unhesitating obedience to the ex- 
ecutive,’’ but by that he means not the Presi- 
dent of the United States, but the heads of a 
secret alien order, organized not for the 
benefit of thisvountry but for that of a for- 
eign country. When Mr. Moss or any other 
man does that he renounces his American 
citizenship, aud his naturalization papers 
should be canceled. His allegiance is to the 
Clan-na-Gael, uot to the United States.

AN UN CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 

It would not be exactly correct or just to 
say that Mrs. Plunkett, Mr. Plunkett, and 
Mr. Worthington represent Christian science 
in general, for there are many factions even 
in Christian science each at war with tne 
other in most unchristian manner and each 
claiming to be the original and simon-pure 
articlé. There are so many of them, in fact, 
that the outside spectator finds it difficult to 
decide between them and is apt in his uncer- 
tainty to lump them all together and thus, 
perhaps, hold them all equally responsible 
for the vagaries of any one of them. 

Be this as it may, Mr. and Mrs. Plunkett 
lay claim to being representatives of Chris- 
tian stience, though not of the Eddy school, 
having wandered away from that branch of 
the faith. Ali the same they represent a fac- 
tion quite as large and as respectable as the 
Eddy following. They are leaders in the bus- 
iness and weil known all over the country. 
At one time they, had their headquarters in 
this city, but recently removed to New York, 
where they are recognized as the chiefs of 
Christian science. They practice that 
science so far as it relates to healing for 
money and have been financially successful. 
What they are practicing in some other di- 
rections is neither science nor Christianity, 
nor is it in the interests of common morality, 
as any one whose moral nature is not be- 
clouded will perceive at a glance, 

Mr. and Mrs. Plunkett have been married 
for twenty years, but since adopting Chris- 
tian science as a profession their views as to 
the sanctity and binding force of the mar- 
riage tie have changed radically. Recently 
Mrs. Plunkett met Mr. Worthington and at 
once became convinced that he was her 
Spiritual affinity, as they denominate this 
fleshly proceeding, and that she wished him 
for her husband. Thereupon some time last 
March Mr. Plunkett, who seems to be a weak 
sort of brother, joined his wife in a mutual 
divorce without resort to the law or the in- 
cumbrance of lawyer's fees. They deliber- 
ately putasunder “ what God hath joined 
by the convenient tormula: We do jointiy 
declare our marriage contract null and void, 
in so far as it lies in our power to do so, be- 
ing moved thereto by the profound convic— 
tion of duty.” Evidently Mrs. Plunkett had 
no doubt in her own mind of her ability to 
make the separation complete, as speedily 
thereafter in the presence of several of 
their deiuded followers Mrs. Plunkett 
and Mr. Worthington married themselves by 
pronouncing a formula of their own composi- 
tion, garnished with appeals to so-called 
divine truth. Had Mrs. Plunkett been an 
un married woman and Mr. Worthington an 
unmarried mau, as we presume he is, the 
marriage would have been lawful; but Mrs. 
Plunkett, under human and divine law, was 
not an unmarriea woman when she wedded 
her affinity, and therefore has committed 
bigamy. The human part of it is clear 
enough. One of our contemporaries aptly 
defines the divine law by quoting the words 
of Christ: Whosoever shail put away his 


wife and marry another committeth adultery 


against her; and if she herself shall put 
away her husband and marry another she 
committeth adultery.“ The injunction could 
not have been more explicit if tne Master 
had uttered it to suit this case. It matters 
littie what any of the parties affirm. The 
Step they have taken is simply free love, 
and if the District Attorney performs his 
duty he will proceed against the free lovers 
in an action for bigamy. This he should do 
promptly to prevent the spfead of the nau- 
seating doctrine among their silly dupes. 
Mr. Worthington says: We believe it to be 


right because we have followed truth. What 


is truth! Well. Christian science is truth 


men, mostly Germans, while ten times as 
many were given employment by the jam- 
makers, confectioners, biscuitmakers, etc. 
Fruit-growers, who employed men, women, 
and children in picking, packing, and deliv- 
ery, and the makers of glass bottles and 
earthenware jars for jams and preserves 
were all firmly opposed to any action that 
would increase the price of sugar. The loss 
which the British refiners are suffering is so 
out of proportion to the benefits of cheap 
sugar to the general public, to a number of 
thriving industries which are great employ- 
ers of labor, and toa rapidly expanding ex- 
port trade that it is safe to say that nothing 
more will be heard of the proposition to put 
a duty on imported sugar. 

A few years ago Mr. Gladstone was sound- 
ly ridiculed because he advised English 


farmers to give more attention to smali fruits 


and berries, such as are used by manufact- 
urers of jams and preserves. Great fun was 
made of the English statesman’s advice re- 
garding the “jam business and marmalade 
industry,.“ but at present no one feels dis- 
posed to ridicule Mr. Gladstone or deny that 
he pointed out correctiy how important in- 
dustries could be greatly stimulated and em- 
ployment furnished a large number of men, 
women, and children. He knew what would 
be the consequences of a plentiful supply of 
cheap sugar in England and how the indus- 
tries using sugar in great quantities would 
be benefited. The climate of Englaitd, so 
unfavorable to insect life, 1s peculiarly suited 
to berries and small fruits, and with cheap 


sugar the business of making jams and pre- 


serves could hardly fail to be profitable. 
Such has been the result. France and Ger- 
many, by supplying England with cheap 
sugar, have greatly benefited the latter coun- 
try and enabied the English jam and pre- 
serve makers to overcome the obstacle of. an 
American duty of 30 per cent and market 
their products here in rapidly increasing 
quantities. 


— 


Gov. Firer has earned the thanks of liti- 
gants and also of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court by his veto of a bill which certain law- 
yers managed to smuggle through the Legis- 
lature. It was a bill to amend the Practice 
act—an innocent title. Those members who 
are farmers or business-men understood 
nothing of the subject and took the word of 
their legai colleagues that it was a good 
thing. So it was for the latter, for it would 
have given them more fees and enabled them 
to clean out their clients even more thorough- 
ly than they do now, and they make pretty 
clean work of it at present. 

Had the Governor allowed the bill to be- 
come the law amass of business which now 
stops with the Appellate Court would have 
been carried up to the Supreme Court, and that 
body would have been swamped, as the Gov- 
ernor shows. At present when a verdict is 
reversed by the Appellate Court the case is 
sent back to the lower court where it orig 
inated, to be dealt with @ccording to the 
orders of the reversing court. This bill pro- 
vided that such a case might be carried on at 
once to the Supreme Court, and that it, too, 
might have its say in me matter before the 
case was retried. That would have involved 
a delay of months—more briefs, more argu- 
ments, more fees. It would have been love- 
ly for the lawyer, for it would have enabied 
him to hold on to his client that much longer. 
It is estimated that on the average it now 
costs a dollar in this State to recover every 
dollar and a haif that is gotten by suit. This 
bill would have added a quarter of a dollar 
more to the cost of getting a dollar. 

The Appellate Court was organized that 
the Supreme Court might be relieved and 
litigauon expedited. Ever since it was cre- 
ated there has been a steady effort on the 
part of lawyers to strip it of its powers so 
that it could no longer catch and hold any 
cases, but that everything might get through 
it to the higher court. But for the Gov- 
ernor’s righteous veto they would have suc- 
ceeded this time. These chaps also wanted 
that criminal business which now goes to the 
Supreme but not to the Appellate Court to 
stop for trial in the latter on the way up, and 
their bill provided for it. That would give 
every thief and other felon a chance for 
more delay. It would have kept him out of 


Joliet some months longer and perhaps have 


enabled him to escape justice altogether. 
The addition of this mass of business would 
have swamped the Aunallate Court and

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| LEONARD SW RTT IS DEAD. 


CHICAGO THUS LOSES A CITIZEN OF 
NATIONAL REPUTATION. 


One of the Most Prominent Lawyers of 
the Northwest, He Was the Intimate 
Friend of Lincoln, Whom He in Many 


Respects Resembied—A Sketch of His | 


Career—His Characteriatics as a Law- 
yer—Famous Cases Which He Won. 


Leonard Swett is dead. Chicago loses one 
of her foremost lawyers and the country a 
man who has been prominently identified 
with its history and progress. 

The particulars of Mr. Swett’s death are 
short. He had been in unusually good heaith 

for two years. He had 

not lost a day at the 

omce nor before the 

court until last April. 

At that time he went 

to Bloomington to de- 

liver a lecture on Lin- 

coln.

There 
was no apprehension whatever concerning 
his life until yesterday morning at 2 o’clock. 
At that tame he became unconscious. Drs. 
Lyman, Johnson, Davis, and Westcott were 
called, put nothing could be done. He never 
regained consciousness. At noon yesterday 
Mr. Swett passed away. 

The funeral will be held Tuesday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock. from the Third Presby- 
terian Church. The Rev. Dr. Withrow and 
the Rey. Dr. Thomas will conduct the ser- 


vices. 
HIS CAREER. 


For a third of a century Leonard Swett has 
been one of the most prominent lawyers of 
the Northwest. During all this time he has 
also been one of the most conspicuous citi- 
zens of Iihnois and is thoroughly identified 
with the history of the State. While he has 
been most eminent in the law, and though be 
has held but few public offices, his influence 
in the politics of State and Nation has been 
great. 

Mr. Swett was born near the Village of 
Turner, Oxford County, Me., on what is still 
known as the “Albine Richer farm.“ His 
parents, John ana Kemember Swett, be- 
lieved thoroughly in educating their children. 
At the age of 12, having previously been in 
the schools of the neighborhood, he began 
the study of Latin and Greek with the Rev. 
Thomas R. Curtis, his parents having, as 
they supposed, elected him for the minis- 
try. When 15 years of age he went to North 
Yarmouth Academy and then entered 
Waterville College, now known as Colby 
University. Having decided on the study of 
law he left college before he had finished his 
fourth year and entered the law office of 
Howard & Shepley of Portland. He re- 
mained with them two years and then went 
South and West, seeking fora favorabie lo- 
cation. He reached Madison, Ind., and was 
there prompted to enlist asa private in thé 
Fifth indiana Infantry. He was made 
Orderly Sergeant of the company, and was 
practically in command of the company as 
Captain. He entered the City of Mexico. In 
May, 1848, he was taken sick at Vera Cruz 
and lay in the hospital there till peace was 
declared. He was then sent up the Missis- 
sippi River to the Jefferson Barracks, Mis- 
souri, where be was discharged. On this 
trip one-third of the passengers died. Al- 
though greatly shattered in health Mr. Swett 
survzved his attack of sickness. 

He came to Clinton, III., where he was ad- 
mitted to the bar and began tne practice of 
law. He afterward moved to Bloomington, 
li. From here he was sent for one term to 
the State Legislature and was also Attorney 
General for two years. These were the only 
public offices he ever held. 

HIS INTIMACY WITH LINCOLN AND DAVIS. 

At Bloomington he became a close friend 
of Judge David Davis. In his travels through 
the Eighth Judicial District in the years be- 
tween 1850 and 1860 he met Lincoln, often 
practiced in the same courts with him, and 
they became the warmest of personal friends. 
The admiration of each man for the other 
was genuine and strong. 

Judge Davis and Mr. Swett both appre- 
ciated Lincoln. They saw that he was the 
man the Nation needed, and it was largely 
their efforts which led to Lincoln’s nomina- 
tion. Mr. Swett was a prime mover in this 
and was a controlling influence in planning 
and executing that remarkable campaign 
which resulted in his nomination and elec- 
tion. 

The political prominence which his success- 
ful championship of Lincoln brought led to 
his being the most prominent candidate for 
Governor of Illinois. He was defeated in 
the convention by the supporters of all the 
other candidates, who united on Dick” 
Yates. 

After Lincoln’s election Mr. Swett went to 
Washington to urge the appointment of 
Judge Davis to the Supreme Bench. Judge 
Davis had but alocal reputation. He was op- 
posed by O. H. Browning, ayman of National 
repute who had already made his mark in 
the United States Senate. Lincoln heard Mr. 
Swett’s plea and said: 

„But what will I do with you!“ 

„Pl give you a receipt in full,“ said Mr. 
Swett, “but if anything ever does come 
around tome give me something that will 
bay.“ 

Lincoln acted on the suggestion and se- 
cured him the control of the greut suit in 
which the California Quicksilver Mining 
Company and the great Alameda mine were 
involved. Mr. Swett came back from Cali- 
fornia with a fee of $104,000. 

Mr. Swett's fund of reminiscences of Lin- 
cola was perhaps as great as that of any man 
now living. His friends will iong remember 
his afterdinner stories of Lincoln and of 
pioneer times in Ilinois. It isa pity that 
these were never collected ana printed while 
Mr. Swett could revise them. 

Mr. Swett did not enter practical politics 
again after the famous campaign of 1860 until 
1872, when he went into the National Reform 
Convention at Cincinnati which nominated 
Greeiey. He went there to nominate his old 
friend Juage Davis, and, failing in this, he 
came back and voted for Grant. He was 
among those at the head of the Grant forces 
in the famous third-term campaign and was 
an important factor inenroliing the solid IIli- 
nois aelegation with the 308,“ though he 
was not a member of that convention. 

He was again a figure in Nauonal politics 
in the lastconvention. The memory of his 
championship of Judge Gresham’s cause is 
still fresh. 

SWETT AS A LAWYER. 

PAs'a young man it was said that Mr. Swett 
greatly resembled Abraham Lincoln in per- 
sonal appearance. He was tall, angular, and 
dark, with prominent features strikingly 
like his great friend’s. The coincidence in 
physical similitude extended in a considera- 
ble degree to the mental characteristics of 
the two men. He possessed the same class 
of humor and often employed the same 
quaint, epigrammatic methods of expressions 
peculiar to Mr. Lincoln. 

As a lawyer Mr. Swett stood in the front 
rank in the Northwest. His special excel- 
lence lay in the direction of the trial of cases 
and possibly in tne handling of criminal 
cases. As a speaker he had few or no su- 
periors at the bar. He required scarcely any 
preparation, and he was always ready with 
imagination, humor, and pathos in abun- 
dance. He the subtle power to 
touch effectively men’s emotional natures. 

His first murder case was that of a younz 
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man at Shawneetown. The boy bad shot 
down the clerk of the court because the 
clerk had posted seme scurrilous matter 
about his father. Lincoln had first been en- 
gaged to defend the boy, but he had said that 
Swett was the man to defend that 
Case, and he had come. Among 
the young lawyers who crowded the court- 
room to tear the defense were Joho A. 
Logan and Robert Ingersoll. Mr. Swett put 
in the defense of temporary insanity. It was 


the first time that deiense had been urged in 


this country, und it was successful, 
SUME FAMOUS CASES. 

Mr. Swett afterwards tried many murder 
cases. He never lost but one before a jury. 
None of his clients except the Anarchists 
ever suffered the extent of the law, and he 
only appeared in this casein the appeal to 
the Supreme Court. 

Among other famous cases was his defense 
of Alexander Sullivag ia his trial for mur- 
der. He was succes ina great insurance 
case at Hartford Mach involved a new 
application of the laws of conspiracy. His 
argument in that cas is still studied by at- 
torneys. He was e d to defend some of 
tne great whisky cases from the charge of 
conspiracy against the United Stetes. He 
was asked when the ease would come to 
trial. Come to trial?“ he said, this is not 
the kind of a case to come to trial.“ And it 
never came to trial, though the similar cases 
which were tried landed the defendants at 
Joliet. . 3 

Mr. Swett was also retained in the Mackin 
case, but did not take an active part in the 
trial owing to sickness. 

Mr. Swett was married July 20, 1854, to 
Laura R. Quigg, sister of his former law 
partner, Col. David Quigg. ey had one 
child, Leonard H. Swett. Mrs. Swett died 
in February, 1886. July 15, 1887, Mr. Swett 
married Miss Louise Decker, who had long 
acted as his private retary. 

When he came to Chicago, in 1854, he en- 
gaged in practice first with Andrew Harvie, 
then with Joseph’ E. Gary and J. N. Barker. 
In 1869 be became Corporation Counsel, and 
after several years in that position organized 
the firm of Tuley, stiles & Lewis. In 1879 
Mr. Swett and, Pliny N. Haskeli were associ- 
ated together, and this continued until Mr. 
Haskeli’s death, in 1884. The present firm 
was Swett, Grosscup & Wean, being com- 
posed of besides Mr. Swett, P. S. Grosscup 
and Frank L. Wean. 

COL MUNN’S REMINISCENCES. 

Col. D. W. Munn was surprised last even- 
ing when a reporter called at his house, No. 
458 West Adams stré@et, and told him that 
Leonard Swett was ‘dead. Col. Munn had 
thought that Mr. and Mrs. Swett were in 
Germany, and had gone there in search of 
improved health for Mr. Swett. Col. Munn 
said that he tirst met Leonard Swett at tne 
Illinois Republican State Convention held in 
Decatur in 1860. At that time Mr..Swett was 
a prominent lawyer of Bloomington, and was 
a vandidate before the Decatur convention 
for the nomination of Governor. 

“His opponents iu the convention,” said 
Col. Munn, were Dick Yates, Norman B. 
Judd, and ‘Tom’ Marshall. Subsequently 
Mr. Swett was active in support of the nomi- 
nation and election of Lincoln for President. 
After that he dropped out of politics until 
David Davis, a fellow-tewnsman, became a 
candidate for United States Senator, when 
Swett supported him enthusiastically. I 
don’t remember exactly when Mr. Swett 
came to Chicago, but after his arrival 
here he soon became one of the three 
most. famous lawyers in the city. 
Two of these died betore Mr. Swett; they 
were W. W. O’Brien and Emery A. Storrs. 
Swett was a ity and integrity. In 
many res * a d his intimate 
friend, Abraham Lincoln, and especially so 
in that he was a good jury lawyer and had 
the faculty of impressing a jury with tne 
fact that he was an honest man—as he un- 
doubtedly was. :

A SUPPOSED SENSATION. 


An Extensive Bank Robbery, Committed 
Last Fall, Just Made Public. 

Atcuison, Kas., June 8.—A $28,000 bank 
robbery occurred in this city in September 
last, which has been kept a profound secret 
until today. 

During that month two men drove up in a 
buggy to the First National Bank. It was 
about noon, and one man alighted, and enter- 
ing the place told the cashier, who was alone, 
that a man wanted to see him outside. 
While the cashier was gone the stranger 
went behind the counter and picked up 
bonds and money to the value of $23,000. 
The bank kept the matter quiet with a view 
to recovering the securities, which, it is 
learned today, they cid last March. The 
bonds were handed over in Denver by a go- 
between. It is not known what price the 
bank paid. The cash secured by the robbers 
was small, and 800 of it was in bills which 
had not been signed by the President of the 
bank. The thieves succeeded in placing ali 
of it in circulation, however, and the Treas- 
ury Department held the bank responsible 
for the amount.

Rosgnup, Dak., June S.— The Indian 
Commissioners held another council with 
the Indians in the afternoon. Hollowhorn 
Bear, Two Strike, and High Hawk made 
speeches in opposition, basing their objec- 
tions on the ground that the treaty of 1868 
has not yet expired. Nearly all the Indians 
are in favor of the treaty, but prominent 
chiefs have been unquestionably influenced 
by some persons to oppose it. Efforts are 
being made to prevent individuals signing 
and to keep the bands together. The Com- 
missioners appreciate the importance of suc- 
cess here as influencing the result elsewhere. 
The indications are favorabie, but it is im- 
possible to predict the result. At 5 p. m. 600 
Indians had signed.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 8.— The steamship 
Zealandia of the Oceanic Line arrived here to- 
night from Australia, but brings no advices from 
the Samoan Islands.

MRS. MAYBRICK IN JAIL, 


Story of the Great Poisoning Case Just

aged 26, widow of a wealthy Liverpool cot- 


ton broker who was nearly twice. her age, 
is now in the County Jail at Liverpool. The 
whole affair is a mixture of poison, romance, 
and mystery. Her husband is said 
to have deen an arsenic eater. 
Her friends say he died from natural 
causes. His fmends say she killed him with 
arsenic. They met about seven years ago on 
a steamer from America. She fell down the 
saloon stairs and he caught her. The ac- 
guaintance thus begun ripened into love, and 
they were married in a few weeks. He 
died two months ago. The doctors who 
attended him would not give a cer- 
tificate. An inquest was hela, 
a verdict returned, and the body buried. 
Rumors induced the police to reopen the 
case. Another inquest, at which the evi- 
dence showed that Mrs. Maybrick purchased 
arsenic ata chemist’s; that the medicine, 
part of which she had given her husband, 
contained arsenic; that arsenic fly-papers 
were found in her room soaking in water; 
that a letter to her lover, named Beverly, in 
endearing terms, telling him ali was safe 
and that he need not leave the country was 
intercepted. She attended her husband up 
to his death, though the last two days of his 
iliness he was 1n charge of hired nurses. She 
told the doctor she disliked her husband, 
with whom she often quarreled. She was 
tinally committed to trial at the assizes for 
willful murder. 

If she did poison him her homicidal tend- 
ency may be hereditary. Her mother was 
Miss Holbrook of New York City, who went 
to Mobile, Ala., before the war on a visit to 
her uncle, the Rev. J. H. Ingraham, author 
of the book, “A Prince of the House of 
David.“ She married there William 
G. Chandier, a wealthy merchant. 
They lived happily together until Frank Du- 
bassy, a Captain on the Confederate side, 
turned up. Chandler fell ill. No one at- 
tended him but his wife, and it is said she 
killed him. She moved to Macon, Ga., and 
married Dubassy. He was sent to Europe as 
a representative of the Confederate Govern- 
ment. Two days after sailing he died. At 
her request the body was thrown overboard. 
In two years she returned to New York, 
where she was involved in a great scandal 
with an actor. She returned to Europe and 
married Baron von Roque. They led an aa- 
venturous life together. She separated from 
him and lived as the wife of an attaché of 
the British Legation at Teheran, Persia. 

Mrs. Maybrick was the daughter of Chand- 
ler, and has a fortune in her own right. Her 
mother had a mania for collecting poisons, 
and gathered specimens from all parts of the 
world. She had an intimate knowledge of 
the nature and effect of each deadly agent. 

Mr. Maybrick was well known in New Or- 
leans and was a brother of the popular song 
writer, Stephen Adams.

If tnere is no will or 
codici] later than the one of 1881 it is prob- 
able I shail be Mr. Rice’s successor, but he 
may have made more recent testamentary 
arrangements. Therefore I am unable to 
give any definite information.”

SUNDAY DRILL ABOLISHED, 


President Harrison Issues an Order Doing 
Away with Sanday Inspection. 


years ago a few earnest army chaplalns, sec- 
onded by some religious bodies, began an ag- 
itation having for its object the abolition of 
Sunday inspections and drills in the 
army. Numerous petitions were filed 
and representations made in other 
ways to the President, which were all re- 
ferred to the War Department. Conflicting 
views upon the subject were held by officers, 
but at last the President has setiled the mat- 
ter, as is shown by the following general of- 
ficial order, the first made by Gen. Kelton 
since he assumed the office of Adjutant Gen- 


eral of the Army: 

WAR DEPARTMENT, ADJUTANT GENERAL'S 
OFFICE, WASHINGTON. D. C., June 8. 1889. —The 
following order of the President is published for 
the information and guidance of the army: 

“EXECUTIVE MANSION, June 7.—In November, 
1862, President Lincoln quoted the words otf 
Washington to sustain bis own views, and an- 
nouncea in a general order that: 

„he President. Commander-in-Chief of the 
army and navy, desires and enjoins the orderly 
observance of the Sabbath py the officers and 
men in the military and naval service. The im- 
portance for man and beast of the pre. 
seribed weekly rest, the sacred rights of 
Christian soldiers ana sailors, a becoming defer- 
ence to the best sentiment of a Christian people. 
and a due regard for the divine will demand that 
Sunday labor in the army and navy be reduced 
to the measure of strict necessity.’ 

The truth so concisely sta cannot be too 
faithfully regarded, and the pressure to ignore it 
is far less now than in the midst of the war. To 
recall the kindly and considerate spirit of the or- 
ders issued by these greut men in the most try- 
ing times of our history and to promote 
eontentment and efficiency the President 
directs that Sunday morning inspection will be 
merely of the dress and general appearance 
without arms; and the more complete inspection 
under arms with all men present, as required in 
Par. %0, A. R. 1889, will take place Saturday.

SCENES TO MELT THE HARDEST HEART 


Lose Their Reason Through Misery. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—[Special. Many 
minds have become deranged and many 
heads have turned gray by experiences in 
the seething rapids and the unhappy eight 
days since the terrible calamity. Men who 
nave lost their families are yet wandering 
aimlessly about the ruins, moaning and mut- 
tering. Women—mothers and wives—pass 
to and fro wringing weir hands and utter- 
ing exclamations of intense wo. Some 
are frantic, ana fiy hither and 
thither in a state of dangerous 
excitement. The benu senses of the 
onlooker amongst the’ ruins are severely 
nea ye by these sights. The horrors of the 
mad-house are as nothing compared with the 
Wildly haggard appearance of these suffer- 
ing men and women who are rapidly losing 
their reason. Some are delirious, others are 
apathetic. All wear on their faces looks 

of such uputterable afflicuon, such an 
ae of wo and despair, as to melt the 
heart, In no other place and under no other 
circumstances than those here existing can 
such faces be imagined. The sight of people 
crazed with grief staggering here and there, 
others sitting on heaps of débris at places 
known to them before as home—sitting with 
heads lowered and sobbing dismaily; the 
sight of parents flitting to ana fro witha child 
or two—the only survivors of large families; 
the innocent crowing of babes and laughter 
ot children; the wailing of parents; the ap- 
als of men and women for ‘food; the cry: 
‘Mamma, I’m so hungry —all this has a bo- 
numbing effect on the beholder, whose 
senses become biunted at the magnitude 
of the horror pictured before him. There 
are no tears, ot an eye within whose 
vision appears the awful picture bears the 
_ slightest trace of weeping. Hearts are 
breaking, but there is no outward sign save 
that look of inexpressible agony stamped on 
every face. Itis utterly beyond the power 
ofahuman being to imagine a picture so 
awful in its effect on the human mind. No 
one who has not been an eye-witness to the 
heartrending scenes can have else than a 
faint idea of the inaescriba»ie horror of the 
calamity. As grief has numbed the suffer- 
ers so will their senses be chilled for some 
time to come. After that will come the fear- 
ful realization of the horrors through which 
a. — asinadream and the reaction 
wi terrible. Some even now have be- 
gun to understand what before was a die- 
tant picture. With the awakening has come 
a tendency to suicide. What the future has 
in store for the sufferers cannot beimagined. 

One of the most forcibie impressions made 
on the beholder is the apparently quiet indif- 
ference with which the most horrible scenes 
are noted. The bodies of familiar friends 
are carried past persons who stare at the 
corpses with a look of dazed calmness. Now 
and then a woman’s shriek rings out as the 
body ot a beloved one is carried by or is 
recognized amongst the mass of dead, but it 
soon dies away and is heard no more. The 
heart is for a moment pierced, only to freeze 
again as scene upon scene of horror flies 
quickly before the vision. 

And in the midst» of the destruction and 
death, surrounded by these scenes of ap- 
paliing ity, men are endeavoring to re- 
build what nature has destroyed. The loud 
command of the foreman as he orders burly 
workmen about; the cry of the teamster as 
he cracks his whip; the noise of heavy wheels 
as the horses snort along under piles of dé- 
b hauling heavy loads; the bustie and 
confusion of swarms of men armed with 
axes, spades, and picks; the — 
ing of engines and the _ cras of 
coupling cars; the sight of flying 
messengers on sure-footed steeds; the flitting 
to and fro of military pickets with gleaming 
rifles—all this forms a picture never to be for- 
gotten while memory /asts. 

And around this valley, not of the shadow 
of death but of death itself, towers tier upon 
tier of beautiful mountains, their summits 
and sides brilliant with verdure. Surrounded 
on every side by majestic scenery, they 
gleam in the morning light and seem to sug- 
gest the supremacy of nature over man. 


TOO PROUD TO ASK FOR FOOD. 


Piteous Cases of Human Suffering Brought 
to Light by Relief Committees, 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.— [Special.] — The 
poor survivors crowd around the supply sta- 
tions and wait sometimes for hours before 
their turn comes. Some of the scenes wit- 
nessed are piteous. Many sufferers have 
been too proud to ask for charity, and have 
not come to the relief stations until actually 
forced to by hunger. *Others have not come 
at all yet, and the search by those engaged 
in sanitary work brought to light some peo- 
ple. weak and sick from exposure and 
hunger, who had never been near the relief 
stations. | 

Do you suppose.“ said one old lady,“ that 
I would accept charity from strangers?”’ 

„But you'll starve if you don't.“ said the 
doctor. Vou ure sick now.“ 

* What matter, she rebhed wearily, my 
children are both gone.“ There are actually 
people in Johnstowr today who are too proud 
to go to the relief stations and ask for food. 
It seems incredible but it has -been proven. 
They are not many, itis true, but there are 
some, and difficulty is experienced in induc- 
ing them to accept charity. One poor old 
woman, shabbily dressed, finally reached the 
long counter at which the wants of the 
needy are supplied, and asked for a pair of 
shoes. 

** What size!“ was asked. ‘ 

O, for a little girl, about a year old,“ was 
the reply.

The strain that the last week has been on 
people in Johnstown, survivors, searchers, 
and guards, was demonstrated today by the 
number of people sleeping anywhere and 
everywhere. They seemed simply to have 
dropped down from sheer exhaustion, one 
was lving among the rocks and stones near 
the ruins of the Cambria Iron 
Works. It was about as uncomfort- 
able a place as he could have well 
picked out, and a stream of people were con- 
stantly passing, but he slept for hours. 
Another was sitting on a big stone near the 
river bank. His head bad fallen forward on 
his breast and he was sound asieep, in danger 
every moment of failing off into the river. 

„ have not slept for three nichts,“ he 
said. 1 don't know how I came to fail 
asleep.” Farther back on the hillside there 
was à dozen to be seen stretched out on the 
grass. In fact sleeping men were to be seen. 
-everywhere, Some of them were deputies 
worn out by their iabors before the military 
took hold.

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REMARKABLE STORIES OF ESCAPE, 


Blunders in Keeping Records That Count 
the Living with the Dead. 

Jonxsrowx, Fa., June 8—| Special. ]—Re- 
markable stories concerning the flood are be- 
ing told now, and are listened to with as 
much interest as ever. The carelessness 
with which the authorities handle the bodies 
found, the absence of reliable records, and 
the neglect displayed in the matter of de- 
scriptions have led to blunders whicn have 
caused serious alarm. Persons have been re- 
rted dead who were alive, and vice versa. 
The many friends of Col. Jonn P. Lincoln 
and his family of six were much distressed 
to hear that every member of his household 
perished. As a matter of fact he is alive and 
well, as are his wife and children. Mr. Lin- 
coln hud à remarkable experience though. 
He lived in a fine house on Main street near 
the point—that poruon of the town directly 
at the confluence of the two rivers. His 
house was whirled towards the stone bridge

Sunday, Preacher 
Beil, an old friend of tne family, preached a 
funeral sermon for the benefit of his beloved 
triend. It was not till the next day that Mr. 
Lincoln’s triends in Altoona learned the 
facts. The Colonel’s son went to a grave- 
yard yesterday to help bury some dead and 
found his own grave there. Such mistakes 
are of frequent occurrence. 

Tom Davis, his wife and two children were 
carried on the current.to Grubtown. Herea 
5 wave picked up their house and carried 
up the hillside. e building struck on 
the edge of a small terrace, where it was 
poised for an instant. In that instant Tom, 
who had been thrown to solid ground by the 
landing of the house, tore off the strap he car- 
ried around his waist, thréw one end to his 
wife, and she, holding her two children in 
her other arm, was pulled ashore and saved. 
As she cl the window the receding 
wave caught the structure and carried it far 
out into the destructive waters. 
Charles White is uow suffering from pneu- 
monia. Mr. White, his wile, and three chil- 
dren rode on slippery roofs for three miles, 
their trip continally interrupted by exciting 
incidents. Their own roof was so slippery 
that the family had to remove their shoes. 
They jumped from roof to roof until the 
school-house was reached,.where they were 
quick to seize an opportunity togetin. They 
were almost naked when they reached this 
piace of safety. 
„H. H. Wilson, with his familv of five, the 
youngest 3 years old; was carried on the 
backwater from Johnstown to Kernville. 
They found a mass of partly wrecked 
houses on the bank where they 
‘landed, and saw hundreds of i peo- 
ple making their way across the 
ruins to the hilly ground beyond. He did 
likewise. Half way to safety he found a 


| family in distress. They had been pinned 


down in their nome and were unable to es- 
cape. Teiling his family to hasten on he re- 
mained behind long enough to save six peo- 
ple, one ofthem an aged invalid unable to 
move. While trying tosave him Wilson and 
the othersin the house extricated by him 
were caught in the débris, and had a hard 
time getting out themselves. Finally the in- 
valid was raised out of a window and taken 
down a plank. He was not badly hurt. His 
name is Milton Fisher, and he had arrived 
that Friday morning from tne Philadelphia 
hospital 

erbert Weaver, who lived on Washington 
street, managed to get on the roof with his 
mother-in law, wife, and two small children. 
Thev were carried to the telegraph office 
building near the Johnstown depot, where 
their house crashed on top of the frail office 
and crushed it. Their house remained on top 
of the other building till the next day, when 
the family was rescued. 

In the crushed telegraph office at the time 
the building collapsed were Mrs. Ogle and 
daughter Minnie, Miss Watkins, Miss Linton, 
and Miss Gorman, telegraph operators, and 
four dispatch boys. It is supposed that all of 
them perished. 

Samuel S. Stewart, a lame printer in the 
Herald office, had his injured foot caught in 
some passing wreckage while on the roof of 
the building. He was aimost pulled off the 
structure, but managed to cut off his shoe. 
The Herald building lodged on some houses in 
the: upper portion of Johnstown, where the 
ground is higher, and he climbed from house 
to house till he reached Green Hill, Here he 
was picked up unconscious. 

John Lloyd, with his wife and son, was 
carried down the river and landed in some 
wreckage at Lake Hall, eighteen miles from 
Johnstown. ‘Mr. Liovd’s arm was severely 
injured during his rapid ride. 

iam L. Shryock, en with the 
Water & Gas Company of Johnstown, lived 
in the upper portion of this city. The occu- 
—— of the house, Mr: Shryock’s wife, 
aughter, granddaughter, and:a 16-year-old 
orphan named Eliza Niebold, living with 
them, were at dinner when the crash came. 
The house was carried down a block and 
lodged amongst a number of wrecked build- 


|} ings. The orphan was caught by tne tide 


and sweptaway never to reappear aiive. The 
family traveled from roof to roof till they 
reached the Morrell Educational Institute in 
the business part of the city, where they 
waited twenty-two hours for assistance. 

Mrs. H. L. Pearson, daughter-in-law of ex- 
Mayor Pearson of Allegheny City, lived in 
Woodvale. -While searching among the 
bodies on Prospect Hillfor a missing friend 
she came across a coffin on which was a tag 
bearing her name and giving an almost ac- 
curate description of herself. She tore the 
tag off and explaiaed her conduct to a miili- 
tiaman who was about to arrest her. 

Mrs. Cooper, wife of Dr. Cooper, was visit- 
ing the Rowland family, on Main street, 
when the big wave came: They were swept 
away in a portion of the building—a kind of 
attic which contained but one window. 
Through this aperture the water was rapidly 
flowing in. The occupants had given up all 
hopes when young Will Rowland appeared at 
the window. He lifted Mrs. Cooper out 
and made frantic efforts to save his 
mother, sister, brother, and a friend, but all 
were drowned before his eyes. Mrs. Cooper 
and young Kowland floated down to the Mor- 
reli lustitute, where they were taken off the 
dangerous raft. The institute roof was cov- 
ered with half-naked people when they 
reached it. They bad not been there long 
when a portion of a roof on which was a ery- 
ing child floated by. Young Rowland 
plunged into the water and managed to 
reach the babe and swim back to the inst- 
tute building in safety. The 160 people on 
the roof forgot their own plight long enough 
to greet the heroic action with a wild cheer. 
Dr. Cooper, who had been helping people 
during the freshet preceding the bursting of 
the dam. had several narrow escapes him- 
self. When the heavy wave came tearing 
down the valley he was ona safe elevation 
walking toward his home. He saw his house 
crumble and shoot down on the crest of the 
wave and gave up bis wife for lost. There 
was a happy reunion next day.

After Tarning $20,000 Over to Pittsburg 
They Left for Johnstown Last Night. 
Pirrs Bund. Pa., June 8.— [Special. City 

Controller W. J. Onahan, Col. W. F. Rend, 

and Mr. Addison Ballard, the gentiemen 

comprising the committee selected to repre- 
sent Chicago at Johnstown, arrived here 
this morning at 8 o’clock, They were 
met at the depot by the Citizens’ 

Committee of Pittsburg, headed by 

Chairman William §§McCreery, who 

escorted the visitors to the Anderson Hotel. 

The Chicago gentlemen commenced business 

immediately. Their first act was to visit the 

Chamber of Commerce and hand over a 

check for $20,000. The Pittsburg committee- 

men expressed their thanks in the warmest 

manuer possible. The afternoon was spent 

in discussing the work done during the week 

by the Pittsburg Board of Trade men, the 

resent condition of affairs, and the prospect 
future. 

"Dasionan McCreery of tne Pittsburg com- 

mittee offered to take the Chicago represent- 

atives on a special train and nis offer was ac-

there in the morning. Collector Onahan, the 
Chairman of the Chicago committee, was 
seated in the hotel lobby at 9:30 this evening 
waiting for word from Mr. McCreery, who 
was arranging for the special. On one side 
sat Col. Rend and on the other Mr. Ballard. 

“We came here this moraing at about 8 
o’clock,” said Mr. Onahan, having left Chi- 
cago on the limited last night at 5 o’clock. 
We called on the Mavor on our arrival here 
and tound he had turned over all relief mat- 
ters to the committee of citizens headed by 
Mr. McCreery.” 

„Wat have you done today!“ 

“We went to the citizens’ headquarters in 
the Chamber of Commerce Buiiding and had 
an interview with Messrs. McCreery, Thomp- 
son, and other members of the committee. 
They gave us a full exposé of their work to- 
wards alleviating the sufferings of Johus- 
town’s unfortunates, and I think, and so do 
the other members of the Chicago Committee, 
that Pittsburg representatives are doing all 
that human zeal, activity, and intelligence 
can accomplish. We found the members of 
the committee gentiemen fully able and well 
qualitiea for so arduous a task as they have 
undertaken and [ had no hesitation, there- 
fore, in turning over the $20,000 sent in addi- 
tion to Chicago’s previous donations, in view 
of the needs and exigencies of the occasion.“ 

„What were the previous donations?”’ 

“We remitted during the week $35,000. 
When I left Chicago there was probably $20, - 
000 more on hand for this purpose. A great 
number of subscription books sent out by our 
local committees are stuhl to be heard from. 
The feeling in Chicago is one of intense sym- 
pathy. Checks are pouring in continually. 
Everybody wants to coutribute.“ 

„Ves,“ interposed Col. Rend, “‘ and only a 
few of Chicago’s industries have been can- 
vassed. There are a great number of contri- 
butions to come yet. There is $150,000 in 
sight. We had $70,000 nearly when we left. 
The banks and Board of Trade swelled it to 
$100,000, and then there are many other con- 


tributions not heard from yet.“ 


“What is therein this reported clash of 


‘authority, Mr. Onahan?” 


„Nothing, absolutely nothing. There 1s 
no truth in it. Of that I am satisfied. We 
found Mr. McCreery to be one of the bright- 
est and largest-hearted gentiemen it has 
been our good fortune to meet anywhere. 
He opened to our inspection his 8 
ence with tne Governor, and we found 
no jars or dissensions whatever. We 
intended going to Johnstown this 
afternoon, but we were neces- 
sarily delayed. Mr. McCreery has invited us 
to go with him to Johnstown on a special train 
and devote our time tomorrow to a survey of 
the situation up there. We have accepted. 
We are satisfied from all we have learned 
here that the condition of affairs has in no 
wise been exaggerated. The calamity is ap- 
palling in its magnitude, and the per- 
sonal suffering and individual losses most 
grievous. I judge:that we will be enabled to 
return home Monday, but we will stay longer 
if it is at all necessary. We shall make a 
full report to Mayor Cregier upon our return. 
We expect to meet Gov. Beaver at Johns- 
town tomorrow and have an opportunity for 
a consultation on the situation and the ar- 
rangement of affairs for the future. I wish 
to say that Mr. McCreery and Mr. Thompson 
were deeply affected by the spirit exhib- 
ited by Chicago’s people. They were deep- 
ly grateful for the contributions received 
and the promises for the future. Mr. Mo- 
Creery saidtome: ‘If it should ever hap- 
pen thas Chicago should be so unfortunate as 
wo be visited Dv a valamity if there is life in 
me you can count that it will stir me to the 
warmest effortin her behaif. Hers is the 

romptest and most generous response we 
have had—worthy of Chicago.’ 

Mayor Cregier was to have accompanied 
us, continued Mr. Onahan, but he could 
not get away and we ieft without him. I 
wish to tell you something we noticed on the 
train this morning. We met Father Galla- 
gher, a Catholic priest, who was taking away 
an ll-year-old boy who, with his infant sis- 
ter, only 3 weeks old, were the only survivors 
ofa large family. The children spent the 
tearful night in the water. The father and 
mother were found ciasped ina close em- 
brace in death.“ 

The Chicago committee left on the special 
train for Johnstown at 10 o’clock.

PLAN OF CLEARING AWAY DEBRIS. 


The Use of Dynamite Rids Fair to Result 
in Loss of Life. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa, June 8.— [Special. — 
There are not enough vegetables. It would 
be an excellent thing if some one would send 
a car-load of onions. Sugar and coffee remain 
about as scarce as ever, and great necessity 
has been felt for bedding and ciothes. How- 
ever, supplies are coming in rapidly, and 
both the Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Ohio 
tracks are covered with the relief train. 
Lumber is beginning to come in now also, and 
temporary buildings are being erected. The 
place where the result of the labor of the 
last few day§ is most conspicuous is the plant 
of the Cambria Iron Works. A couple of 
days ago it was one mass of rubbish, with 
the wrecked buildings looming here and 
there. Today there is a clear pathway, and 
down the river’s bank the biggest heaps of 
débris have almost entirely disappeared. The 
work at the dam has reached a point where 
the progress can be more rapid in the future. 
After three days of blasting and work with 
pike, crowbar, and derrick, three middie 
arches of the bridge have been cleared. 
There are seven arches to the bridge. These 
cleared places extend for perhaps thirty feet 
into the dam, and the method of carrying on 
the work now is to loosen sec- 
tions of the débris ana let it 
float down the river. Even this requires 
dynamite and a windlass and tackle 
to pull it into the stream after partially 
loosened. This is the oaly practical method 
of disposing of it, and yet some trouble may 
occur from this, for the river has falien so 
that tne large piers stand in shallow places 
and catch tne smaller pieces and form smail 
dams, blocking tue river, The blasting, 
now that they have got far enough from tne 
bridge so as not to — the foundawons, is 
on a much larger scale, and bids fair to kill 
some one before long. Pieces of logs and 
boards are thrown 150 and 200 feet into the 
air, frequently falling back on the bridge. 
There have been many narrow escapes al- 
ready A heavy log barely missed a brake- 
man on a passing train, and halt of a post 
dropped at the feet of another man. 


PERMITTED To CKUSS THE RIVER, 


Residents of Kernville Will Be Allowed to 
Look at the Dead. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—J. C. Steinman, 
Sheriff of Cambria County, said today that 
he believed the reason so many of the dead 
had been unidentified was that the only per- 
sons who could identify them were in Kern- 
vile and were not permitted to cross the 
river, and that if permission was given many 
of the dead could be recognized. 

Gen. Hastings at once gave the necessary 
orders to permit ali such persons to pass the 
lines, and this, it is believed, will resuit in a 
speedy identification of tae dead. The num-

The registration is having its d effect, 
and it is believed that within five days all 
the living in Johnstown and vicinity will 
have been accounted for. The population 
of Johnstown and the towns affected 
by the flood is about 35,000. The 
registration of 20,110 leaves almost 
15,0 to be accounted fcr. It is not 
claimed that those who have not registered 
are dead, for many had left this section be- 
fore the system of registration began. Al- 
ready from 12,000 to 13,000 passes have been 
issued to persons wishing to leave Johns- 
town and vicinity. In some cases passes 
were issued to the same persons twice— 
those who were compelled to return for some 
reason but it is safe to say 8,000 people have 
left this section. 

Work was resumed today in the shops of 
the Cambria Iron Company’s mammoth steel 
mill, and the repairs to the building are be- 
ing made with remarkable rapidity. The 
damage to the buildings has been stated, but 
the machinery wus only slightly damaged.

MORE BODIES FRUM THE RUINS. 


The Remains of Forty-seven Persons Found 
on the Site of the tiuribut House. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—Forty-seven 
bodies have just been discovered in a hole on 
the site of the Hurlbut House. They are 
supposed to be bodies of guests. Thirty-two 
others. were taken from the ruins during the 
day. Only nine of this number have been 
identified. | 

Fifteen bodies were received at the Fourth 
Ward morgue, of which seven were uniden- 
tified. The names of those identified are as 
follows: 

James Murray, Philadelphia; William Mar- 
shall, Johnstown; Mrs. J. J. Llewellyn, Johns- 
town; James Dillon, Somerset; Marion Root, 
Johnstown; Mis Annie McKinskey, Mrs. Me- 
Kinskey, and Jessie Hipp, Johnstown. 

At the Pennsylvania Railroad morgue six 
bodies were received and two indeniified as 
E. M. Thomas and Howard J. Roberts, cash- 
ier First National Bank, Johnstown. 

At the Presbyterian church morgue ten 

bodies were received and one identified as 
Sheriff John Ryan of Johnstown. 
Diligent search was inaugurated in the ruins 
of the Merchants’ Hotel this afternoon with 
the following results: A. S. Eldridge, trav- 
eling man; Mary ——,a servant, dark hair 
and eyes, aged 19; young man, stout, 
light hair. They were all removed 
to the Fourth Ward Morgue for identifica- 
tion and claim. There are between thirty- 
five and forty bodies lying under the rear 
portion of the hotel, and tomorrow tnis piace 
will have a general renovation. 


FEAR THE RESEKVVUIR WILL BREAK. 


People in Cuba and Other New York Towns 
in Fear of a Flood. 

OLrax, N. V., June 8,—[Special.]—The 
sole topic of conversation in this city today 
has been the danger of the breaking of the 
Cuba reservoir. The people of Cuba 
and other towns are greatly alarmed 
over the prospects of the mud dam, 
which keeps back 1,800 acres of water, 
giving away at any moment and 
allowing a flood of water five miles long, one 
and one-half miles wide, and seventy feet 
deep to rush out and flood the valley below. 
The prospect to thinking people is simply 
horrible, as that vast amount of water would 
flood the valley for hundreds of miles. 
Mounted men are kept at the rot- 
ten mud dam, which was built in 1865, 
to quickly fly and warn all in case the dam 
gives way. The water has reached its high- 
water mark and is rising and flowing over 
the top of the dam. The people at Cuba are 
alarmed and are moving outof houses. The 
embankment that keeps the water back 1s of 
mud. Itis eighty feet high in the centre and 
about 700 feet long. At the top a wagon road 
runs over it. 

Tne Board of Trade of this city last night, 
by the request of the citizens, adopted reso- 
tutions calling for the closing of the reser- 
voir. Other towns have taken the same ac- 
tion, as it is a menace to 150 miles of this 
valley. 

SCRANTON, Pa., June 8.— [Special. Our 
water supply is obtained from four great 
reservoirs, tne first situated two miles, the 
second five miles, and the third and the 
fourth ten miles from Scranton. There isa 
considerable fail between them and the city, 
and there would be much danger throughout 
the west district of Scranton if either of 
them should burst, but the dams are. solid 
stone structures of the most approved pian, 
and nobody here is at all exercised over them. 


BITTER AGAINST THE FISHING CLUB. 


One of the Members Narrowly Escapes & 
Lynching—Whyv the Dam Broke. 

JounsTowN, Pa., June 8.—[Speciai.]— The 
feeling against the South Fork Fishing Club 
is growing daily. Threats of violence to the 
members are openly made, and matters have 
assumed a serious aspect at South Fork. 
The blame for the catastrophe here is placed 
on the South Fork Fishing and Hunting 
Club, and so angry are some of the people in 
the vicinity of the dam that it is feared harm 
may come to W. S. Boyer, W gery at 
the cottages on the lake. is boats have 
been stolen from him and demolished, 
and several of the cottages have been 
broken into and plundered. It is 
reported that D. W. C. Biddle, a member of 
the club and one of the owners of a cottage 
at the lake, bad a narrow escape from lyncn- 
ing. He was at South Fork when the waver 
in the lake began rising and it was feared 
the dam wouid break. Hetold those who 
complained to him that there was no danger 


that the dam could not break. His hasty 


departure, it is said, was the only thing that 
saved his life. Other members of the club, 
including Col. Unger, the President, have 
been threatened. 

One who has seen the break in the dam 
says it is 380 feet at the top. 125 feet at the 
bottom, and 75 feet deep. When the Penn- 
sylvania Canal Company owned the lake 
they had it perforated at the bottom by a 
number of pipes under the stone wall, but 
tne present owners closed the openings $0 
that the nsu could not escape. 

The verdict of the Coroner’s jury will not 
be issued for several days. It is expected 
that the jury will severely criticise the 
South Fork Hunting and Fishing Club. Cor- 
oner Hammer is consulting with his attor- 
ney, with a view to obtaining information 
as to the legal responsibility of the club 
members. The Coroners of adjoining coun- 
ties are also holding inquests.

hours, but the water came over the dam. 
When the overflow began the earth at the 
outer edge was washed away. The breach 
grew until a great portion of the däm was 
worn away. Three hundred feet of what was 
considered solid masonry guve way and the 
— 4 roared down the valley with terrific 

Engineer Brinkerhoff, sent here by the 
New «York Engineering and Mining Journal, 
has another opinion. He spent a whole dav 
in taking measurements of the dam and 
making 4 careful investigation. He thought 
tne waste opening sufficient for ordinary 
purposes. He said the stone footing of the 
dam was sufficiently strong and substantial, 
and thought the break would not have hap- 
pened but for the wearing away of the outer 
protection of the masonry. The catastrophe 
was caused, he said, by circumstances for 
which no human being was to blame. 


Predicted the Flood. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.— [Special. — An- 
other man has turned up who claims to have 
predicted the Conemaugh Valley flood. He 
is a Salvation Army veteran, who some time 
ago established headquarters in Johnstown. 
His branch of the army consisted of a couple 
of blue-bonneted females with painfully 
cracked voices, a bass drum, a husky 
individual in an inflammatory shirt, a tam- 
bourine, ana a pair of cymbals. He came to 
tuis place with the intention of forever ban- 
ishing the enemy from Johnstown’s peaceful 
vale. He started out io an original manner. 
Without saying by your leave he took pos- 
session of the main street, gave the signal, 
and his accomplices spread such a flood of 
discord throu the town that the inhab- 
itants thought the Salvation Army’s enemy 
had scored a victory aud was celebrating. 

This was continued for two or three days. 
The Johnstown people could not stand it. A 
number secured eggs of questionable age and 
made active preparations for an assault upon 
the disturbders. One night when the drum 
was being pounded with unusual vigor and 
the cymbals were making the hils reécho 
Johnstown’s defenders disposed of their 
eggs and other missiles to what 
was in their opinion the best advantage. The 
repulsed invaders of the valley turned long 
enough in their flight to hurl back a curse on 
their pursuers, Salvation Army leader 
cried out that Johnstown at a not far distant 
date would be wiped out by a flood. 

This is what the veteran is now claiming, 
and he solemnly avers that the disaster was 
due to the warm reception the army re- 
ceived. The same wandering minstrels were 
similarly assaulted at Latrobe, Pa., and here 
the genial gentleman at the head of the mu- 
sical organization predicted that the town 
would be blown up by natural gas. 


Clearing the Rallruad Tracks. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 8.—The condition 
of affairs along the line of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad is reported today to be grad- 
ually improving. The bridge over the 
Susquehanna at Montgomery will be com- 
pleted this evening. and trains to and 
from Pittsburg, Altoona, and Williams 
port will then run with greater regu- 
larity and promptness. The temporary route 
to Pittsburg via Lock Haven, Driftwood, 
and the Allegheny Valley Road will have to 
be used for some days yet, as it is not ex- 
ted that the middle division of the main 
ine will be in condition to permit of the run- 
ning of trains before Wedn Work on 
the Pittsburg Division west of Altoona is 
progressing so favorably that it 1s hoped by 
the time the middle division is in running or- 
der the line west of Altoona will be in; good 
enough shape to run trafas through trom 
Philadelphia and New York to Pittsburg on 
the main line. 


The Needs of Williamsport. 

WI LIAusronr, Pa., June 8.—A large force 
is now at work removing the filth and get- 
ting ready to apply disinfectants. Mr. Bon- 
bright of Philadelphia received word this 
morning that a car of beddihg and under- 
clothing is on the way. Supplies of clothing, 
provisions, etc., adequate to present neces- 
sities have been received. Most of ail disin- 
fectants are needed. A car was promised 
from Philadelphia Monday which has not 
vet been received. Garden houses have been 
floated away and their contents forced into 
the cellars and houses. Money contribu- 
tions up to this time amount to about 
$22,000, $12,000 of which has been contributed 
by people trom among the heaviest losers by 
the flood. The lumber industry, which gives 
employment to most of the people, will be of 
little use so far as employment goes until 
next spring. In the meantime the families 
of these people will have to be fed to a large 
extent, which will take a large sum of money. 
It will take for cleaning up débris and nęed- 
ed sanitary expenses $65,000 at least. 


Laborers in a Drunken Riot. 
JoHNsTOWN, Pa., June 8—([Special.]—A 
riot growing out of peculiar circumstances 
occurred here this morning and before it 
was over a company of militia, all the offi- 
cials in Johnstown, and half the population 
were in a state of wild excitement. During 
the early morning hours a gang of laborers— 
some fifty men, including bosses— managed 
to secure a barrel of whisky. It was quickly 
emptied and the gang became riotously 
drunk. They soon began fighting and a big 
riot resulted. A company of militia was 
called out, the men were separated after a 
number of heads had been broken, and the 

disturbers were marched out of town. 


Taken Alive from the Ruins. 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 8.—[Special.]—One 
woman was taken alive from the ruins of 
Johnstown today. She was wedged into the 
débris of a house, but was not seriously in- 
jured, two trees having fallen so as to prevent 
the débris of the house from crushing her. 
She was utterly weak and so exhausted from 
exposure and famine that she was unable to 
speak when taxen out. She was sent to the 
ford Street Hospital and hopes are enter- 
tained of her recovery. It seems invredible 
that she should have survived more than a 
week in such a position and it only goes to 
prove that many of the victims must have 
died a lingering death from hunger and ex- 
posure. 


Towns in Extreme Need. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., June 8.—A special from 
Bellefonte, Pa., says the suffering in that 
valley 18 extremely great. The principal 
places in need of help are Miilneim, Coburn, 
and vicinity in Pennsylvania; Centre 
City, Bald Eagle Valiey, and along Fishing 
Creek in Nittany Valley, where everybody is 
destitute. fhe citizens of Bellefonte are do- 
ing all in their power to relieve distress, but 
they are unable to cope with it. 


To Look for Lost Relatives. 

CarTuace, III., June 8—[Special.}—S. C. 
Gilbert, Postmaster of Plymouth, will start 
for Johnstown, Pa., at once. He has been 
vainiy endeavoring to ascertain the fate of a 
brother and two sisters living in the fated 
city. Joseph Currens, also a resident of 
Plymouth, learns that several relatives were 
swept away by the flood. 


Chicago People Who Escaped. 

The many friends of Mrs. Charles Hitch- 
cock of Kenwood and Mrs. Charles B. Law- 
rence of this city have been much concerned 
during the week for their safety. Mrs. 
Hitchcock had telegraphed friends that they 
would arrive over the Pennsylvania Road 
tne Saturday evening after the disaster. 
They were therefohe knowu to have been in 
the vicinity of Johnstown the day of the 
flood. Their names did not appear in tne 
published lists of passengers held at Altoona 
and no word was received from them. Fri- 
day night, however, Kenwood friends re- 
eeived a message from Mrs. Hitchcock that 
tney were safe and had been detained at 


toona. 
Ornelas Self of Sr. Pauls Episcopal 
Cburcb, Kenwood, arrived home Friday 
night and had a narrow escape from death 
in tne flood to relate. He was standing on a 
street corner talking with a friend when the 
roar of the approaching wave was heard. 
He looked up, and to his affmghted vision 
the fiood seemed almost upon him. He made 
a wild rush for the high ground, and 
reached aspot of safety only after the water 
had risen to his chin. Men not more than a 
stride behind him were swept away.

This led 
the other girls to try cigarette smoking. 
Some of them went to a little store near 
the school and purchased a stock. They 
then congregated in one of te 
halls and proceeded to imitate their 
brotners. A shocked scholar: who saw 
what was going on carried the news to the 
Principal. They had no chance to escape or 
get rid of their cigarettes. Inhey were caught 
in the act.

No Trace of the Missing Young Woman of 
Wyoming—Her Horse and Saddle Found.

The girl was adaughter of Mrs. Mary 

Wilson, Postmistress at Meeteetse, Wyo., 

who was appointed by President Cleveland. 

Though not extraordinarily beautiful, Miss 

Wilson was vivacious and had many admir- 

ers, among thera being a dashing cow boy 

named Jack Peterson. The girl’s mother 
disliked the young man and forbade him the 
house. The resuit was that the young girl 
left home, taking a horse and saddle and 

belonging to her mother, and started for tne 
railway, 175 miles distant. The route leads 
over a desolate, thinly-settled country, No 
trace of the girl could be found, though 
search was made in every direction, large 
rewards for information concerning her de- 
ing offered by the distracted mother. One 
rumor was that she had eloped with her fa- 
vored lover; another was that he had killed 
and robbed her. Neither of these, however, 
was verified. No event in Wyoming has 
ever occasioned more widespread interest. 

The find reported by Sheriff Angus gives 

color to the theory that Miss Wilson was 

murdered and robbed and her boay thrown 
into Wind River, which flows through the 
canon of that name. 


WORK OF THE MOUND BUILDERS. 


Interesting Discoveries of Prof, William 
McAdams Near Alton, III. 
Aro. III., June 8.—[Special. Prof. Will- 
iam McAdams, the archzologist, returned 
last night from another excursion along the 
Ihlinois River bluffs, where he spent several 
days iu exploring a large ancient mound near 
the mouth of Otter Creek, in Jersey County. 
In the mound, which was forty feet long. fif- 
teen feet wide, and eight or ten feet feet high, 
were some interesting relics. It seemed to 
have been a burial plece for ancient warriors, 
for most of the remains were pierced with 
stone arrow points. One arrow point still ro- 
mained imbedded in a vertebra, another in 
the skull, and still others in the leg 
and arm bones. The professor is greatly in- 
terested in these arrow points, which are 
different from those found in this vicinity 
generally. These stone arrow points are 
evidently of Eastern origin, and are like 
those used by the war-like Iroquois of 
New York. Marquette, the Jesuit explorer, 
ives an account of a battie in this vicinity 
tween the Illinois and Iroquois. The 
Illinois were nearly annihilated, and the re- 
mainder fied across the Mississippi to he 
Osages. War parties of the Iroquois yearly : 
made predatory excursions across the Mis- 
sissippi. They used a peculiar war arrow, 
triangular, quite small and without notches 
or barb, and unlike those 80 commoniy 
found here.

AN ERROR MADE BY THE CLERK. 


A Bill Declared Defeated in the TIllinols 
House Said to Have Been Passed. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 8.—[Special. ]|—Tnere 
is trouble developing over the allegea defeat 
in the House the last day of its session of Sen- 
ate bill 203, providing that insurance compa- 
nies shail be liable for the amcunt of premi- 
um that has been paid to their duly author- 
ized agents. The biil when put on its passage 
received, as shown by the records, 77 affirma- 
tive votes, a sufficient number for its passage. 
The clerk of the House, however, on tooting 
up the vote, made it 76 votes, hand- 
ed it to the speaker, who announced 
the bill had failed to pass. A committee 
consisting of Messrs. Partridge, Lester and 
Jones of Sangamon was appointed to exam- 
ine the journals after their preparation at 
the close of the session and if correct to cer- 
tify to that fact. For some reason Mr. Jones 
failed to be present at the appointed time, 
and Partridge and Lester, finding no flaws 
in the journal, approved it. Mr. Jones, how- 
ever, upon a later examination on this bill, 
tound it had deen defeated by what appeared

In case they refuse he will file the cer- 
tified copies of the record in the Supreme 
Court and ask a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel chem to do so, when the bill will be given 
to the Governor for his action. Under the 
provisions of the Constitution he will have 
wen days after it be presented to him in 
which to act.

MAY BE ARRESTED FOR BRIBERY. 


Gov. Luce Pushing the Cate Against the 
Rhines Voting- Machine Lobbvista, 

LANSING, Mich., June 8.—[Special.]—The 
Rhines voting-machine lobbyists stated last 
night that today they would be in a position 
to show conclusively that the charges made 
against them of attempting to bribe members 
of the Legislature were all part of a con- 
sviracy on the part of the managers of the 
Wood & Hall ballot-box. Instead of doing 
this, with the exception of George Walthew, 
the agents for the machine left hurriedly 
for Detroit. Gov. Luce and Prosecuting At- 
torney Day had a consultation today, and de- 
cided to begin criminal proceedings against 
the lobbyists. The investigations of the Prose- 
cuting Attorney thus far convince him that he 
has a good case. and arrests will probably be 
made Monday. It is safe to say that if 
the Governor had not show a determination 
to push the affair no investigation would 
have been made. The penaity for bribing 
or attempting to bribe a member of the Mich- 
igan Legislatureis five years’ imprisonment 
and a fine not to exceed $3,000. 

Today Senators Wesselius and Leavitt and 
Representative Swift say that they, too, 
were approached with offers of stock in the 
Rhines company. The headquarters of the 
company are at St. Paul, Minn. The com- 
pany is capitalized at $160,000. The machine 
is the invention ofa printer and is really a 
mechanical marvel.

WRECKED OFF THE FIJI ISLANDS. 


The Steamer Altmore Bound for San Fran- 

cisco Strikes on a Reef 
Saw Francisco, Cal., June 8.—Mai! advices | 
from Auckland give particulars of the loss of 
the steel ship Altmore, bound from Syaney 
to San Francisco. The ship struck a reef off 
the Fiji Islands the nightof April 22. A 
boat’s crew attempted to make a landing on 
the shore, but were prevented by the natives. 
The next day the second mate, with several 
passengers, including a woman ana four 
children and six of the crew, left in the ship’s 
lifeboat and cutter for the Island of Suva, 
100 miles distant. As they had not reached 
that point up to test advices itis feared 
they were drowned. The Captain and the 
remainder of the crew were starting for 
Suva when they were sighted by a schooner 
and taken on board, with the exception of R. 
B. Turnbull, chief officer of the Aitmore, who 
was drowned.

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A NEW EXPRESS COMPANY. 


WORTHEEN PACIFIC EXPRESS COM- 
PANY PREPARED FOR BUSINESS. 


It Will Control the Wisconsin Central Rall- 
road System and Operate Between Chi- 
caco and the Northwest—Mayor Cregier 
Says That Mr. Yerkes Appears to Have 
the Best of the Clark Street Merchants 
—An Important Lawsuit, 


There is to be a new competitor for express 
business between this city and St. Paul and 
Portland. The Northern Pacific Express Com- 
pany is to control the business on the 700 miles 
of the Wisconsin Central system. 

Since the consummation of the recent agree- 
ment between the Northern Pacific and the Wis- 
consin Central Railroads, by which these prop- 
erties are to be operated jointly, there has been 
much curiosity in express circles as to what dis- 
position would be made of the express business 
of the latter road. June 1 E. W. Farnham, who 
nas lor many years held a responsible position 
as assistant to the General Manager of the 
American Express Company, resigned, but it 
was not known what position he was to accept. 

Mr. Farnham has been made General Superin- 
tendent of the Northern Pacific Express Com- 
pany. That company will, after July 1, add all 
the Wisconsin Centrai lines to its territory, 
which will give a distinct competitive line to the 
Pacific. The Superintendent's office will be in 
Chicago. Mr. Farnhau is still reticent about the 
whole affair, but he admits these facts? He is 
now occupying offices in the Adams Express 
Building. und clerks have been at work there for 
several days making up new rate sheets, There 
will probably be some reductions to local points, 
but rates to the principal competitive points will 
not.. for the present, be put below those estab- 
lished by the other companies. The Northern 
Pacitic Express Company will open an office 
here on Dearborn street. There will be close rela- 
tions between that company and the Wells-Fargo 
Company. 

The relation of the Northern Pacific Express 
Company to the Northern Pacific Raiiroad Com- 
puny is a matter of interest. Jau. 1, 1880, the 
railroad company began doing the express busi- 
ness on its linés in Minnesota and Dakota. The 
first year showed a profit of $25,000. The plan 
was extended the next year to uil the company's 
lines. and the profits largely increased. The 
Villard party came into control, and the profit 
which the express business was making looked 
to them like a luscious plum, It did not go, long 
ungathered. In September, 1883, the Northern 
Pacific ay hey Company was organized in Min- 
nesota. Those on the inside of the railroad man- 
agement took the stock, favorable contracts 
were made with the railroad company, and the 
insiders profited handsomely. 

The most profitable part of the company’s 
business has been in transporting gold and sil- 
ver bullion. In 1888 they carried $1,006,000 of 
gold and . 143.000 of silver bullion. Last year 
this business was seriously cut into when the 
American Express Company got into its Mon- 
tana territory over the extension of the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba Road. The new combi- 
nation will now give a direct line from Helena to 
Chicago, and there will be sharp competition for 
the bullion business. 

“T ao not fancy the change will be of great im- 
portance to our company.” said the General 
Agent of the American Express Company yes- 
terday. * We still have three lines from here to 
St. Paul. The local business on the Wisconsin 
Central lines has never been great, and we are in 
a position to reach all the principal points on the 
line over other routes.“ 

There 1s now but one train a day each way on 
the Wisconsin Central doing express senvice. 
When the change to the new company is made 
every train will carry express matter. 


COMPLAINING AGAINST MR, YERKES. 


Clark Street Business-Men Wish the Bridge 
Completed—Municipal Matters. 

The datefor the completion of the pier and 
abutments of the new Clark street bridge ex- 
pired yesterday, and now the contractors are 
liable to a tine of 350 a day for each day the work 
remains uncompleted. The contractors agreed 
when work on the structure was commenced in 
April to run a force of ‘night as well as 
day men, but they have not done 380. 
The north abutment is finished, and the 
centre pier is nearly so, but the south abutment 
has not been touched. It was on account of this 
state of affairs that a committee of business-men 
from North and South Clark street calied on the 
Mayor yesterday and urged that something be 
done to hurry the work in order to protect mem 
from financial disaster. They said that less than 
a dozen stones were delivered daily, and that for 
days atatime no work had been done. The 
Mayor investigated and found that the plea of 
the contractors was that the delay was due to 
the loss of u few car-loads of stone. He also dis- 
covered that as the bridge is being paid for by Mr. 
Yerkes’ road the penalty of the contractors is 
made payabie to the United States Construction 
Company, which is part of the Yerkes system. 

“It looks as thougn you were in the hands of 
Mr. Yerkes, gentiemen,’’ said the Mayor, and 
he can enforce the penalty clause or not as he 
sees fit. The city, however, will take such ac- 
tion as it can to hurry the work along.” 

Later he sent word to the bondsmen on the 
contracts of the Clark and Adams street bridges, 
as well us the contractors, informing them that 
the city would insist on the enforcement of the 
penalty clause. 

1 Cregier entertained a committee from 
the Woman's League yesterday. Those present 
were Mrs. Curinne Brown, Mrs. Jennie Howeson, 
Mrs. Charles L. Weeks, Mrs. C. L. Sawyer, Mrs.

They presented e Mayor with a 
communication requesting the appointment of 
one or more women to the City Bourd of Educa- 
tion. The Mayor was conservative. He said he 
would examine the petition. He cut short any 
set speeches by asking permission to coasider 
the matter at his leisure. He was asked if he could 
tell wnen the appointment of members would be 
made and replied that he had three weeks yet; 
that there had been several phases of the ques- 
tion presented to him, and he desired notto act 
hastily. The women said they expected to get 
three members appointed and noped for five, but 
the Mayor met this bv remarking that he hoped 
they would not be disappointed. He made no 
promises and gave no hit as to his intentions. 

The ordinance presented by Ald. Vierling for 
the regulation of the sale of deadly weapons is 
meeting with some opposition from small deal 
ers. Who claim that it would interfere with their 
business. One object of the ordinance is to aid 
in the detection ot crime, as u requires that all 
dealers in deadly weapons shall keep a record of 
the sale of such weapons, the name 
and age of the persons to whom the 
weapon was sold or given, the price, 
and the purpose for which it was obtained. The 
register shail be kept open for the inspection of 
the police and all persons who may wish to ex- 
amine it, and failure to comply with this provis- 
ion leaves the dealer subject to a fine of from $25 
to $200. It also imposes a like tine oa any per- 
son loaning 4 weapon, and fixes the penalty for 
carrying a deadly weapon without proper permit 
at from $10 to $200, The ordinance is said to be 
in conformity with the State law, and there is 
every probability of its being favorably recom- 
mended by the committee. 

The Special Committee on thesmoke nuisance, 
together with the Smoke Committee from the 
Citizens’ Association, will tomcrrow examine 
the workings of several smoke burnérs now in 
use in the city. The Joint Committee will hold 
amecting Wednesday. 

The Public Library Board met yesterday. The 
annual report of Librarian Hild showed 149,156 
volumes in the library June 1, an increase of 
10,254 during the year. The number of persons 
holding curds is 31,906, an increase of 1,161 since 
June 1, 1888. During the year 16,544 cards were 
issued, There were 1,114,544 volumes circulated, 
being an increase of 12.5 per cent. There were 
117,810 visitors to the reference department, an 
increase of 15.8 per cent, and 328,765 volumes were 
consulted, against 251,310 in 1887-88 The visitors 
to the reuding-room showed an increase of 
44 percent. The petition of the Chicago Library 
Exchange Company ‘to establish delivery sta- 
tions at drug stores, Charging 5 cents for the ex- 
change of one volume, selling twelve tickets for 
50 cents and twenty-tive tickets for $1, was de- 
nied. The report of Secretary Wickersham 
showed the fines during the yéarto have deen 
$5,898, and the total income to have been $7,563. 
The expense of maintaining the library was 886. 
116; the appropriation in starch was 880.329, and 
the totul of all resources June 1 was $118,008,

Important Injanction Granted by Judge 
Tuley Against Receiver K. R. Bowen. 

A decision was rendered by Judge Tuley yes- 
terday which vitally interests the 2,000 stock- 
holders of the defunct Great Western Telegraph 
Company who are scattered about in nearly all 
the Western States. In effect it gives them an 
opportunity to show themselves not liable for a 
fictitious indebtedness of the company by enjoin- 
ing the receiver, E. R. Bowen, from collecting an 
assessment of 35 per cent on the stock subscrip- 
tions of nearly 88.000.000. Among the stockhold- 
ers ure Senator Charles B. Farwell, D. B. Fisk, 
and C. M. Henderson. 

akg 1 1888, Senator Farwell and other stock- 
holders. by Tenney, Driggs & 2 filed a 
bill in the Circuit Court asking for an injunction 
restraining E. R. Bowen, receiver. from collect- 
ing assessments against the stockholders under 
adecree entered by Judge Tuley in 1886. Ten- 
ney, Driggs & Hawley showed in their bill 
that in 1889 Jeremiah Terwilliger, one of the 
stockholders of the company. filed a bill 
in the Circuit Court, charging that Seelah Reeve, 
President of the Great Western’ Telegraph Com- 
pany, made contracts with the company to con- 
struct its lines at anexorbitant cost. He charged 
gross mismanagement on the part of the officers, 
and demanaed that the company be taken out of 
their hands and placed in those of à receiver. 
The Supreme Court decided aguinst Reeve, hold- 
ing that his construction contracts with the com- 
pany were fraudulent and made him liable for 
about 8500, 000. 

When the case came back to the Circuit from 
the Supreme. Court. stockholders other than 
Terwilliger filed a supplemental bill, and ref- 
erence of the case was then made to Master 
Chase. now dead, to state what sum Reeve was 
liable to the company for. Master Chase re orted 
that the company owed Reeve 855.000. The Circuit 
Court, on this report being made, held that this 
was nota correct statement of account, and that

The matter was then referred to Master 

Wait with instructions to find that Reeve owed 
the company and not the company him. 

The bill nled in behalf of Senator Farwell 
stated that at this point a conspiracy was formed 
between T. J. Sutherland, the attorney for 
Reeve, and Receiver McClelland,George F. Hard- 
ing, and John I. Bennett, attorneys for the com- 
pany; Henry K. Whiton, the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank. and Franklin D. Gray, President 
of the First National Savings Deposit Company, 
by which it was agreed that instead of carrying 
on the account before Wait, as ordered by the 
court, which would have resulted in a judgment 
against Reeve, they should omit from the ac- 
count the claims of the company against Reeve 
for moneys received by him from the company 
and its stockbolders, and have a report made by 
the master allowing Reeve's gluim at a large sum. 

lt was further agreed that the cogspirators 
should diyide among themselves the money re- 
ceived from the sale of the company’s property 
and the assessment of its 2,000 stockholders, and 
in pursuance of this scheme, with no one to op- 

ose it, a report was made in favor of Reeve for 
1 


5, 400, 

In 1886 they went before Judge Tuley and se 
cured the order assessing the stockholders 35 per 
cent. Receiver Bowen collected about 815. 
000 of these subscriptions, but many of the 2,000 
stockholders refused to pay. They were sued, 
many of them, by the receiver, thirty such suits 
having been broughtin ore day. At this point 
the bili of Senator Farwell and the other stock- 
holders was filed. Evidence wus taken before 
Master Boyesen on the charges enumerated 
above. That evidence was brougnt before Judge 
Tuley, and forfour days Judge Tuiey has been 
hearing the motion for an injunction made in 
Mr. Farwell's bill, which seeks in addition to an 
order restraining the receiver from collecting 
the assessments a decree declaring that Reeve 
has no actual elaim against the company, and 
setting the assessments levied in 1886 aside and 
compelling Sutherland and others to account. 

Yesterday Judge Tuley rendered a decision 
3 a preliminary injunction as prayed for. 

e said that an injunction should issue restrain- 
ing further proceedings against the complain- 
ants or any other stockholders who came in and 
shared in the suit. The injunction restrains Re- 
ceiver Bowen from doing anything until a final 
hetring is had in the suit.

EMERSON IN ConcornD. A Memoir. Written 
for the **Social Circie" in Concord, Mass. By 
Edward Waldo Emerson. Boston and New 
York. Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 1889. 

Mr. Edward Waldo Emerson prefaces this 
memoir of his father with two quotations, 
‘the one in verse, the other in prose. They 
are both from the pen of the Concord philos- 
opher and poet and speak eloquently iu them- 
selves of the dual genius of our great Amer- 
ican. The verse is written in Mr. Emerson’s 
highest, most ideal vein, and speaks of the 
transcendentalist, while the practical, pru- 
dent, plain prose is charged with wholesome 
and level down East phraseology and 
thought. It is the Massachusetts villager 
who writes: If God gave me my choice ot 
the whole planet or my little farm, I should 
certainly take my farm.”’ 

And it is this view of Mr. Emerson that is 
given us by his son. We go round to the back 
door and lift the latch and enter the home. 
In that home all is as it should be. 
No skeletons in those cleanly closets, 
nosound harsher than the cheerful crick- 


hard for the best of us to “live up to our tea- 
pots.“ whether we view them from an es- 
thetic. Du Maurier standpoint or a purely 
useful one, but Socrates nimself did not more 
truly and nobly live up to his cup of poison 
hemiock than Emerson to the draughts of 
healing he poured for us. Not since the ap. 
pearance of Thackeray’s Letters has the 
world of readers been given such pleasure as 
in the publication of this all too brief volume. 
Mr. Edward Emerson has done his work well, 
and has ably complemented Mr. Cabot’s more 
formal public life of Emerson with this in- 
timate view of his father. Dedicated as it is 
to the Social Circle,’”’ a modern round table 
of twenty-five good and true Concord wise 
men, there is a natural inclination, yielaed 
to wisely, to speak of the neighbor, the 
friend, the citizen. Without aay accentua- 


Emerson’s Yankee ways and New England 
rock-bound basis of character, the stability 
of which could not be beaten down or de- 
stroyed. . 

GLIMPSES OF EMERSON’S YOUTH. 

We all knew that Ralph Waido Emerson 
came of a race of preachers and teachers— 
was himself both preacher and teacher; we 
knew also that his father died in his 
youth—but it remained for the son to 
give us the glimpses of the young life: to 
paint the picture of Emerson’s mother—so 
wise, so pious, so virtuous, so suggestive of 
the famous chapter of Proverbs; to give us 
the delicate, shadowy sketch of the first wife 
of Emerson’s youth, of whom we are touch- 
ingly told: She used to come to one service 
Sundays in a carriage because of her deli- 
cate health, though in those days only the 
Parkmans came to church in a carriage. 
Mrs. Pratt describea her as beautiful, and 
says that she seemed to remind people of a 
Hower.“ It remained also for the son to in- 
troduce us to one of the mostdelightful wom- 
en in New Engiand history, Aunt Mary— 
proud, pious, eccentric, exciting, inspiring 
Aunt Mary Moody Emerson.“ A most ex- 
traordinary personage was this same stim- 
ulating aunt, for she was not only a law to 
herself but to her neighbors as well. Too 
concentrated a bitter cordial to be ever taken 
for a long time at any one boarding-place,”’ 
she went from relative to relative, and, as 
Emerson puts it, keeps up a surprisingly 
good understanding with the people of this 
world, considering her transcendental way 
of living.“ Thus she honored a man’s—a 
stranger’s—horse while he was shopping. 
When he demurred she told him she 
was his own townsman, born within a mile 
of him, and finally when she left him, in the 
gia, he told her not to hurry.” . . “Once 
she even impressed the horse of a man who 
came to cull the physician at whose house 
she boarded, and rode sidewise on a man’s 
saddle to the Manse, arrayed in her dimity 
shroud, which, tired of waiting for deatn, she 
used as a day-gown, and over it, on this oc- 
casion, threw a scarlet shawl which some- 
body had laid down in the entry.“ We read 
Emerson’s feeling tmbute to Aunt Mary’s 
helptuiness in his education almost tearfully, 
as we recall the eccentric dame’s confession 
to her diary: My oddities were never de- 
signed. It is so universal with all 
classes to dislike me chat I blame nobody.“ 

The details of Emerson’s early life are sug- 
gestive of the rock-bound coast and the 
winter snows of hischiidhood home. Poverty 
almost grinding was a prominent factor in 
the problem of living, and we feel a throb of 
patriotic pride as we read how it was ac- 
cepted, lived down, and conquered. They 
were a race of strong men these grandfatners 
of ours--strong indeed, but sometimes severe, 
as witness Emerson’s father when he thouzht 
Ralph duli because a few weeks before 
his third birthday he could not read very 
well! But, if he was backward in read- 
ing, his mind and heart were 
already at work. His friendships began 
even at that tender age. In writing to his 
friend, the Rev. William Furniss of Philadei- 
phia, he says: “My wife reads you and 
venerates you; then! brag that I went to 
school with bim to Miss Nancy Dickinson and 
spelt out ‘The House That Jack Built’ on his 
red handkerchief.’’ 

NOT A PRIG AS A BOY. 

Emerson was no prigasa boy. He played 
hookey—1i. e., ran away from .school—every 
day for a week, and was so much of a boy 
that when he was obliged inthe röle of 
teacher to say grace at the boarding-house 
table he was at his wits' end. He laughed, 
he looked grave, he said something, nobody 
knew what, and laughed again, as if to in- 
demnify himself with the bovs for assuming 
for one moment the cantof a maa. And yetat 
home, perhaps, Robin (for he tells the story of 
himself under this alias) had often said grace 
at dinner.“ There is a tine sense of humor in 
this—a vein that runs all through his speech 
and ways as a man, and which one would 
hardly suspect from the depth of his serious- 
ness as a writer. He is witty at the expense 
of the New England nose, and no droller bit 
of writing on the subject oi sneezing has 
ever been written than this, I think, con- 
sidered as part of the service—a “ service of 
the Lord with horns in the sanctuary.” 
The old school of Boston citizens whom I re- 
member had great vigor, great noisy bodies; 
I think a certain sternutatory vigor, the like 
whereof I have not heard again. When Maj. 
B. or old Mr. S. H. took out his handker- 
chief at church it meant business; he 
would snort and roar through his nose 
like the lowing of an ox, and make all ring 
again; it takes a North elder to do that. 

It was in this same church that the young 
mind experimented with itself. Emerson de- 
scribes himself as seeking amusement by 
“saying over common words as black, white, 
board, etc., twenty or thirty times, until they 
lost ali meaning and fixedness, and I began 
to doubt which was the right name of the 
thing when I saw that neither had any nat- 
ural relation, but were allarbitrary. It was 
a child’s first lesson in idealism.” These 
anecdotes mean much to those of us who 
have noted the rkings of the mind during 
those long Sunday morning services in New 
England churches. Never afterward in life 
are there such chances for observing mental 
instincts and natural tendencies, because in 
the whirl of living there is rarely the oppor- 
tunity for long weekly meditations.. The 
man educated in New Eugland should know 
himself mentally as no other man can. 

The New Eagiand Yankee background is 
everywhere. Each allusion to Emerson con- 
tains the homely setting of an interior as 
part of the neutral picture or the stern yet 
gracious landscape. The little Ralph mount- 
ed on a sugar barrel in Deacon W hite’s store, 
reciting Milton to tne frequenters of the gro- 
cery, is perhaps the most characteristic, 
though the walks with Thoreau in Walden 
Woods are more poetic and endearing. 

HIS GREAT LOVE OF NATURE. 

Emerson’s love oi nature shows the thor- 
vugbness of his own nature. Brought face 
to face with flowers, and birds, and hills, and 


accurately learned of her from his masters, 
the poets, and how little they themselves 
knew in detail and truthfully of the sights 
and sounds they so extolled. He arraigns 
these poets and says of them with fine sat- 
ire: “i discern that... not these chanting 
poets themselves know anything sincere of 
those handsome natures they so commena- 
ed.” Aud this arraignment is significant as 
the earliest protest on the part of a poet 
against lack of scientific knowledge. Emer- 
son was too truly achild of his century not 
to be imbued with the respect for accurate 
knowledge, which is one of the greatest virt- 
ues of this scientific century with its belief 
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in facts. All that he says o

He had sent specimens of his fruit with great 
pleasure to the exhibition, and smiled with 
modest pride at having nis little orchard thus 
honored, but the Hon. S~— D-——, the Chair- 
man, sald: Mr. Emerson, the committee 
have called to see the soil which produces 
such poor specimens of such fine varieties.“ 
After reading this one is not surprised to 
hear of his 5-year-old son’s ejaculation who 
followed his father to the garden and 
watched him wield a spade: “Papa, lam 
atraid you will dig your leg.” 

Mr. Emerson’s allusions to his father’s re- 
tirement from the pulpit are soul-stirring, 
and prove once more the absolute truthful- 
ness of his moral nature. One does not ob- 
serve any inheritance from Adam or Eve in 
this truthful, stanch character. His in- 
terest in the town meeting was one of the 
large interests of his daily life. He always 
went to them, said little, learned much, and 
from what he learned he wrote. The activity 
of his zeal for learning from and about his 
fellow men is shown in what he writes of 
some unknown, but presumably disagreeable 
acquaintance, an acquaintance to whom he 
was by nature an enemy, and yet whose 
virtues ne was glad, in his large-heartedness, 
to discover. The most hard-fisted, disa- 
greeably restless, thought-paratyzing com- 
panion sometimes turns out in the town- 
meeting to be a fluent, various, and effective 
orator. Now 1 tind what ali that excess of 
2 which chafed and fretted me so much 
n —— was for.“ 

WHAT HE THOUGHT OF SLAVERY. 

What Mr. Emerson thought of the war we 
know, but no word he ever wrote of slavery 

s to the heart with quite the same simple 
irectness as bis advice to his children when 
they told him they were to write composi- 
tions at school on the subject, The Building 
of a House.“ One can feel the light in his 
eyes, for it flashed from the warm fire in his 
heart, when he said to them: ‘** You must be 
sure to say that no house nowadays is per- 
fect without having a nook where a — 
slave can be safely bidden away.“ nder 
his large interests for the State—for the 
town—lay that keen personal interest we do 
not readily credit the prophet or philosopher 
with, He who speaks for races and 
for centuries seems of necessity re 
moved from individual sympathies. But 
Mr. Emerson is a_ refutation of 
that theory. Not alone his friendships, strong 
and abiding, but his vital interest in the peo- 
ple about him is an example of this. He 
writes so simply in his journal, but with keen 
sympathy for this homely pointed remark or 
that rut of philosophy cracked by the shrewd 
countryman. Wit invariably attracted him: 
he made a note of it; repeated it; enjoyed it. 
Wit at his own expense had only an added 
piquancy. He was overcome with laughter 
at the burlesque of his Brahma, beginning: 
If the gray tom-cat thinks he sings,“ ana 
he tod to hear that his audience in Bos- 
ton at nis lectures was called the te of 
Boston,“ and he particularly enjoyea—one 
feels sure—the frankuess of a Concord neigh- 
bor who told him that there were only three 
persons, so far as he knew, whose opinions 
are obnoxious to the members of our com- 
munity. Theyare: Theodore Parker, Wen- 
dell Phillips, and—if 1 may be so candid— 
yourself, Ar. 

But this temptation to quote must be re- 
sisted, for it is a most quotable book. Almost 
every word in it is like the necessary, st.okes 
of the artist’s brush in a portrait, an aid to 
the successful portrayal of our great man— 
great not only because of what he wrote, and 
of what he said, but of what he left unwrit- 
ten and unspoken as well. In reading of 
those long, arauous years of lecturing trips, 
when the discomforts of travel must have 
been often almost unbearable, we find no 
record of any complaint or statement of -dis- 
comfort.

gives of his father is complemented by a 
mental portrait of his character. Again he 
is, as he was physically, avove his fellows, 
so simple, so brave, so intellectual, so true 
above all so true—that we feel as if this rec- 
ord of his life might well be bound with the 
next edition of Plutarch’s Lives—for in that 
noblest summary of courageous and exalted 
men there is no hero more worthy of remem- 
brance and emulation than the hero of our 
own country and our own day. Perhaps 
Aunt Mary’s reply to the friend who re- 
marked oa the devotion of the Emerson chii- 
dren to their books, is -the best brief sum- 
ming up possible of this rare and gentle 
nature. “Sir,” said Aunt Mary, they were 
born to be educated.” Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son belonged to that noblest roval family on 
this earth—the elect tribe of souls who love 
knowledge and are born to be educated. One 
regrets that in the catholicity of his taste for 
learning he did not insist upon cultivating a 
taste for Hawthorne, if he were so unfortu- 
nate as to be born without it. But Hawthorne 
made him see ghosts, one suspects, and the 
Apostle of Hope cared only for men and 
women—all alive and all cheerful. 


THE FIRST LADY OF FRANCE. 


Mme. Carnot’s Illustrious Regime at the 
Palace flys<ee. 

Paris Letter in the New York World: The 
Elysée Palace, under the Presidency of N. 
Carnot and under the social reign of Mme. 
Carnot, is one of the most attractive homes 
in Paris. So marked is the contrast between 
Mme. Grévy and Mme. Carnot, between the 
uninteresting wife of the ex-President and 
the grande dame who is now the first lady in 
the land, that even the pround, uncompro- 
mising Royalists and Bonapartists have ex- 
pressed their approbation and esteem. Quite 
in contrast to his predecessor, President Car- 
not entertains lavishly. All winter there 
have been concerts and dinners, and now 
8,000 invitations are issued for two balls to 
take place during May. It was Mme. Car- 
not’s idea to arrange the palace for the com- 
fort of her guests. Always a ball at the 
Elysée has been a synonym for discomfort, 
but now agaliery, 100x125 feet, has been 
constructed in tied garden, near Avenue 
Marigny. There are hangings bordered with 
gold fringe, ancient tapestries, and around 
the cornice a Govelin representing France, 
and a ceiling painted by Lavastre. 

Three white marble statues ornament the 
room. Delorme’s “Fifiteur.’”’ Gautherin’s 
** Clotilde de Survilie,”’ 
and Claude Vignon’s 
“Pécheur.”’. The fur- 
niture is all uphol- 
stered with yellow 
brocade; here and 
there are scattered 
gilt consols, support- 
ing: Sévres vases, and 
the magnificent Louis 
XV. chandeliers are 
arranged for electric 
light. Mme. Carnot’s 
taste is seen in every

MME. CARNOT. fusion throughout this 
long gallery. In fact, Mme. Carnot’s love for 
flowers is proverbial; on her reception days 
one sees baskets of flowers, banks 
of flowers, and vases ot flowers, so wany 
flowers that one forgets the severe salons 
and their severer mode of furnishing. Since 
the Duchess de Bourbon, at the end of the 
last century, the Elysée Palace has had no 
mistress so charming as Mme. Carnot. By 
her one is welcomed and immediately put at 
ease, and a slight deafness only makes her 
more agreeable. 

Mme. Carnot at first view seems a little 
Puritanical in appearance, but perhaps there 
lies her charm. She must have reached a cer-

GEN. NEGLEY’S LAWSUIT. 


LUCIUS CLARK EXPLAINS THE MEXI- 
CAN PACIFIC COAST RAILWAY DEAL. 


He Declares He and William McWood Were 
Alone Interested and Negley Had Noth- 
ing Whatever to Do with It—Sharp Re- 
action in Trust Stocks A Brokers’ 
Day” in Wall Street—The Chicago Grain 


and Provision Market. 


New York, June 8.—[Special.J—‘“I have 
come to New York to look after this Negley 
affair,” said Lucius Clark of South Bend, 
Ind., to-day, referring to the suit brought 
against himself and William McWood of 
California by Gen. James S. Negley. It's 
all blow and bluster on the General’s part, 
as is shown by his report'ng everything him- 
self, and telegraphing specials ali over the 
country, thus forestalling public opinion.” 

Particuiars of the suit referred to were 
published several days ago, and set forth 
that Gen. Negiey charges Clark and Mc Wood 
with having sold out the Mexican Pacific 
Coast Railway to an English syndicate 
and of appropriating the proceeds. Gen. 
Negley demands an accounting. Gen. Neg- 
ley had McWood arrested, just as the latter 
was departing for Europe, on an attachment 
granted by Judge ingraham. McWood se- 
cured bail and sailed last Saturday. 

“The facts are,” said Mr. Clark, that 
McWood owned and controlied a vaiuabie 
franchise and concession from the Mexican 
Government for the building of a railway 
from Mazatian to the United States boundary, 
a distance of at least 850 miles, with the 
privilege of branches on either side of the 
road. The subsidies by the Republic 
were ample and most generous. They 
were inviting American capital to 
develop an almost unknown country, 
but in reality a country richer in agricultural 
and mineral resources than any upon the 
Pacific coast. The concessions, although ex- 
tremely liberal, were well guarded in the in- 
terests of the Republic, and properly exacted 
forfeitures in case of non-compliance with 
the terms of the grant. Mr. McWood and 
myself became interested in this project and 
I received various other concessions in Sina- 
loa, which, although dependent as to 
success on the completion of the rail- 
way, have nothing to do with Negley and 
his pretended associates. Having a common 
interest in the development of the State ot 
Sinalvoa we came to New York and fell into 
the hands of Negiey and others. Negley was 
* de in promises that a company shouid 

ornanized at $1,000,000 capital, to be paid 
up incash. He failed in every particular. 
The ratitication of the transfer to the Mex- 
ican Pacific Coast Railway Company was 
procured at the individual expense and out 
of the private pocket of Ar. McWood and 
myself. Negley hasn't lost a cent.” 


THE DAY iN WALL STREET. 


Sharp Reaction in Trusts—Limited Fiuctua- 
tions in Railway Shares. 

New York, June 8.—|Special.}—The trusts 
had a further and sharp reaction today. 
Sugar refineries ciosed 2 per ceat lower and 
white lead 1% lower. There was more trad- 
ing in the latter tnan in any railroad stock 
on the list. It was only a brokers’ mar- 
ket”? with an exceedingly limited volume of 
transactions and slight fluctuations. Union 
Pacific and Atchison, each of which closed 
1¢ lower, St. Paul, which is unchanged, and 
Wabash preterred, which is up &. are the 
only stocks which displayed any approach to 
activity. 

‘The animation of Wabash was so unusual 
that it attracted a great deal of attention, 
and many traders jumped in and ety 
knowing nothing about the movement, but 
imagining that it might be a beginning of 
an important rise. In sucha purely pro- 
fessional market it was to be expected that 
prices would sag, and they did. with exceed- 
ingly few exceptions. The declines, how- 
ever, range only from , to g, with ex- 
ceptional falls of & in Big Four, lin Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, and 1 in Oregon Improvement. 

It was expected that the weekly bank state- 
ment would show a decrease of reserve in 
view of the considerable amounts forwarded 
durimg the week for the relief of sufferers 
by the Johnstown flood and the large sums of 
gold shipped to Europe. Notwithstanding 
the currency situation 1s such that this efflux 
can do no mischief yet the decrease of 
$3,500,000 in the reserves imparted a heavier 
tone to what little trading there was and 
sent the brokers home with a notion that 
they might be able to buy stocks a little 
cheaper Monday. 


A GOUD DAY FOR BROKERS, 


Unfavorable Reports Made a Strong Mar- 
ket, bat Prices Decline Again. 

Early in the day the home outlook vas the 
preponderating influence on the wheat mar- 
ket, and being considered unfavorable in a 
general way to the superabundant crop pre- 
viously calculated on prices soared, July 
wheat advancing from 7744 at the start. 
to 77%. Confidence in the favorable Eu- 
ropean outlook and the bearish advices from 
there, — to a drop in the price of wheat 
at St. Louis, were the counteracting features 
which made the bears here aggressive to- 
wards the close, and caused areaction which 
brought the July delivery down to 7654, the 
result in the end being ‘ cent decline 
from the resting price of Fridav.

were buiiding houses wanted stone for foun- 
dations he let them carry away stone from 
the fort. I do not know if you can even 
trace the walls now. We do not know much 
of its history except that it is French and 

a few settlements like this that 
sprung up around it are all that is 
left of the French occupation of 
the Mississippi. Valley. en the 
floods of 1772 took the west wall of the fort, 


‘the mission chapel of Ste. Aune, and most 


of the n Was removed here 
and the parish continued under the name of 
St. Joseph. Father Crewet will show you 
the parish registers of Ste. Anne, which are 
~~ down at the priest’s house.“ 

te in the afternoon I was driven over 
to tne site of the old fort by Mr. John 
Brickey, son of the mill owner, who seemed 
unceriain of his way. 

“The roads to it are changed every vear 
by the man who lives on the farm, according 
as he lays out his fields and leaves merely a 
cart track to haul off grain. It is only a 
mile from the landing where we ship flour 
and can be reached by a road lying at the 
foot of the old bank of tne river, but that is 
marshy and often impassa bie in the spring. 
The farm has belonged to my father several 
times in the last forty years, but tile land is 
poor and he has always tried to get rid of 11, 
but it comes back on him like a bad penny.” 

- THE ROAD TO THE OLD FORT. 

We rode across dripping wheat fields and 
came suddenly up to a farm cabin with as 
much evidence of comfort and civilization 
about it as a Tennessee mountaineer’s home. 
The man was a German by the name of 
Wehrin, and only a tenant on this land, al- 
most worthiess except for its associations. 
A tiock of scant-skirted, yellow-legged giris 
stepped out from the porch like hali-fleagea 
shanghai chickens to inspect their visitors. 
But tne farmer himself was talkative. 

We traced three sides of the fort even to 
the perfect line of the corner bastions by 
the ridge of earth covered rocks where the

corner stand the crumbling ruins of the old 
powder — pene now used as a sheepfold, 
the only buluing of which even a portion is 
The foundations of the Intendant’s 
house can be seen, and a porton of the bar- 
racks on tue south. A gigantic oak tree 
grows inside the Intendant’s house, and an 
orchard and wheat fields cover most of the 
western wall. The farmhouse stands al- 
most in the centre of the inclosure, facing 
to the river. Down near where the 
floods carried away the southwest bas- 
tion is a well dug in 1718 The sides 
are faced with huge bowlders, and in the 
ferns and moss grow far down into 
the dark cavern. A moss-covered bucket 
drew up a tinkling. splashing burden over 
the windlass, and we drank the heaitn of De 
Villiers, Makarty, and St. Ange out ot a tin 
dipper. 
RELICS OF THE DAYS GONE BY. 

The farmer showed some cannon balls, bul- 
lets, a builet mold, a fragment of a sword,

Waiting there in the crazy oid porch for 
the rain to pass over, the splencor of tne old 
structure, now fallen to decay, rose before 
me, and its history passed like a pageant. It 
began in the daring miad of Robert Cavalier. 
Sieur de la Salle, to. whom obstacles did not 
exist. His project was to build a line of forts, 
beginning with Fort Frontenac on the Ontario 
and extending along the Great Lakes dnd 
the Mississippi to New Orleans, that should 
hold the vast Mississippi Valley for France. 
But it was * yetts after his death by an 
assassin’s hand in Texas before the first 
stone of Fort Chartres was laid by tne 
French Governmeat and the West India Com- 
pany. In 1718 Pierre Duqué Boisbriant ar- 
rived on the Mississippi with the commission 
of Commandant of Illinois and with instruc- 
tions and means toerect a fort in the coun- 
try. He selected a nlace midway between 
the French towns of Kaskaskia and Caho- 
kia, which had been settiea long before. His 
regiments of soldiers laid the stone founda- 
tions of the fort and cut the trees of the vir- 
gin forest for palisades. After two years’ 
work and the expenditure of more than 
2,000,000 crowns of good French money the 
fort was completed and named Fort Chartres, 
in honor of Duc de Chartres. 

Philio Francis Renault came over from 
Paris forethe India Company,. bringing with 
him soldiers, miners, settlers, and slaves to 
the number of 250. All tne land along the 
river between Kaskaskia and the fort was 
rapidly cleared and settled, and the Parish of 
St. Anne du Fort Chartres established by the 


Jesuits. 
BURNED AT THE STAKE. 

The Commandant led a merry life. Mag- 
nificent quarters were provided for him and 
the Intendant in the fort; he planted the 
cannon to overlook the river that ran below 
and terrorized the Indians and Spaniards. 
Lordly processions of gentlemen and ladies 
in velvets, brocades, laces; and powder 
walked into the Jesuit chapel Sunday and to 
morning mass. Renault was succeeded by 
De Siette in 1725 and he afew years later by 
St. An In 1734 came the gallant young 
Pierre D’Artaguiette, who had won such sig- 
nal victories in the Natchez war that he was 
appointed to command Fort Chartres, a place 
that needed great skill to hold owing to the 
hostitities of tne Spaniards and Chickasaws. 
In a battle with the Cnickasaws at their vil- 
lage occurred a terrible event, in which all 
the officers from Fort Chartres, D’Artagui- 
ette, Vinsenne, and a young son of St. Ange 
were captured and burned at the stake. 

The bells of St. Anne were toiled, masses 
were said, and the settlers who had lived so 
long in peace shuddered for the future. But 
peaceful days came again. The Chickasaws 
were afraid to encounter the new rrison 
under the command of Alphonse de la Buis- 
soniere and commerce was established be- 
tween the fort and New Orleans. The Vil- 
lages of Prairiedu Rocher ana St. Philip 
were settled, and younger sons of noble 
families began to arrive, seeking wealth un- 


der the protection of Fort Chartres. Grants 


of land were made which is still held by de- 
scendants of these early settlers. Chevalier 
de Bertel. De Bienville, and the Marquis de 
Vanareuil commanded in turn. Whispers of 
the war between England and France caused 
much anxiety at Fort Chartres. Some En- 
glish spies were captured on the river and 
confined in the dungeon, and De Bertel 
begged for reinforcements. 
REBUILDING THE OLD STROCTURE. 

Ip the autumn of 1750 Chevalier de Makar- 
ty arrived with orders to tear away tue 
wooden pallisades and rebuild and strength- 
en the old fort with solid stone work. After 
it was finished the fort is carefully described 
in records as having an arched gateway ifif- 
teen feet high; a cut stone platform above 
the gate, with astair of nineteen stone steps, 
having a stone balustrade leading to it; its 
walls of stone eighteen feet in hight; and 
its four bastions, each with forty-eight loop- 
holes, eight embrasures, and a sentry- 
box, the whole in cut stone. And 
within, the great storehouse, ninety feet long 
by thirty wide, two stories high, and gabie- 
roofed: the guard-house, having two rooms 
above for tne chapel and missionary quar- 
ters; the government-house, 54x32, with iron 
gates and a stone porch, a oonoh house and 
pigeon-house adjoining, and a large stone 
well inside; the Intendant's house of stone 
: iron, with a portico; the two rows of 
barracks, each 125 feet long; the magazine 
thirty-five feet wide, thirty-eight feet long, 
and thirteen feet high above tbe groun 
with a doorway of cut stone, and two doors, 
one of wood and one of iron, the bake-house,

. WRECKED BY THES MIGHTY RIVER. 


How the Fort Was Swept Away by the 


Waters of the Minsissippi. 

But it was for seven yearsonly that British 
officers held command at Fert Chartres. The 
river was French from the Falls of St. An- 
thony to Louisiana, and resented English 
occupancy. The shades of Marquette, La 
Salle, Joliet, Hennepin, and Tonti haunted 
its whole course. Higher and higher crept 
tne waters. In 1764, when the ink that bad 
signed the treaty was searcely dry, the 
waters of the Missiasipps began to have a 
threatening, sinister look, and in 1772 a tor- 
rent poured down widening the stream until 
it carried away the river wall of the fort. 
The next day the waters had returned to the 
oid channel, but the British garrison had fled, 
never to return. The parish register of St. 
Anne was removed to Prairie du Rocher, 
and the ‘demolished church and vil- 
lage were abandoned. The river re- 
ceded, and the bottomland, more then a 
mile wide below the fort, became covered 
with a rank growth of trees and underbrush 
which concealed the rulus from the river. 
Man did the rest, and stone by stone tne 
magnificent: ruin which the Government 
should afterwards have rved was car- 
ried away to form the foundations or line the 
cellars of farmhouses of sew settlers who 
knew none of the associations of the place. 

Oid Gov. Reynolds saw the fort im 1802, 
when much of it still remained, and as late 
as 1820 it was surveyed by Beck, who pre- 
pared a gazetteer of and speaks of it 
as a splendid ruin. 

OrEBNED TO SETTLERS IN 1640. 

Fort Chartres Reservation was opened to 
settiers in 1849, the inciosure was cleared of 
trees, and part of the stone from the Intend- 
ant’s house used in the foundations and chim- 
ney of the cabin that still stands on the spot. 
The vandalism went on, and now only a waver- 
ing, irregular line of earth-covered stone- 
work marks the old foundations. Only the 
crumbling ruins of the ne, which 
under all this demolition still stands sturdi- 
ly, testifies to the invincibility of the old fort. 


A BIT OF LANDSCAPES, 


We took another drink to the gallant sol- 
diers who had held the place in the past, 
then turned down the steep old bank of the 
river and drove along the edge of the swamp 
under trees the low branches of which 
drenched our faces with rain. Marsh mari- 
golds glowed in the swamp, tne broad leaves 
of the lotus floated on pools of water, and 
ferns of almost tropical growth mingled with 
the foli of the trees. The mosquitoes 
which Lad caused good Father Poisson to do 

nance for swearing swarmed about us. 

oisome vapors crept up from the swamp, 
while the loud, rushing sound of the wind in 
the trees drowned whatever murmur of the 
Mississippi, a mile away, might have reached 
our ears. | 

Monday morning, before leaving for Kas- 
kaskia, I visited the priest’s house. It was 
school-time, but no brown-skinned, exquisite- 
ly polite little children were seen on their 
way to school. Instead the doors of the 
church were piled high with books and 
lunch baskets. The children of Prairie du 
Rocher were at morning mass. Presently 
— Hae ye out, and picking up their books 
walked decorously, two and two, to the 
school-house across the street, headed by 
— in the white robes of the Dominicaa 

er. , 

The fat little German priest conducted me 
to the rear of the church, waere he showed 
me the communion seervice, four silver 
chalices and a monstrance or receptacle for 
wafers, all solid and of exquisite handwork. 
The metal was so thin and pure that hand- 
ling for nearly two centuries had covered 
the pieces with numerous dents. They had 
all been used in tne first communion udminis- 
tered at St. Anne du Fort Chartres and were 
stillin use. A tabernacle of inlaid wood was 
of the same date. Vestments of satin and 
brocade bore the handiwork of skillful 
fingers long idle ih convents of old France. 

RECOKDS BACK IN 172% 

The parish register, tattered and worm- 
eaten, the stained, mildewed paper held 
together by strips of linen along the margins 
bears some records of 1720, the first year of 
the establishment of St. Anne. There were 
the autographs of St. Ange, Makarty, and 
De Villiers, anda record of the death of 
D' Artaguiette. But short and simple an- 
nals,” the marriages, births, and deaths of 
parishioners form the buik of two volumes. 
Among ue earliest is mention made of Jean 
Baptiste Barbau and his wife Jeannette, who 
witnessed some ceremony. Their descendants 
still live at Prairie du Rocher, and preserve 
the old tongue and customs as their proudest 
possession. Many Acadians found refuge 
here after their expuision from Canada, and 
their children have never since been dis- 
turbed. Old Fort Chartres conquered a peace 
for all so fortunate as to place themselves 
under its protection, and now, if not rever- 
ently preserved as it should have been, is at 
least falling into peaceful oblivion within 
sound ofa language that seemsan echo of 
its past and apromise that its tradiuons 
will not be forgotten. Nora Marxs.

FREDERICK W. VANDERBILT'S NEW HOME. 


The Magnificent Mansion That He 
Erected in Newport. 

Newport, R. I., June 6.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Frederick W. Vanderbilt, one 
of the younger members of the family of 
millionaires, will be able to say within a 
month that he has the finest mansion in New- 
port. For two years an army of skilled work- 
men bas been busy rearing the massive 
granite walis and another army has beauti- 
fied and finished the interior. The result 
will be all that the most capricious taste can 
demand. The house is very large and will 
be able to accommodute all the friends that 
Mr. Vanderbilt will care to entertain. It 
stands at the end of Bellevue avenue and has 
for a foundation some lofty and massive rocks. 
It is perched up high on these cliffs and gives 
the impression that it was built to stay. The 
walls are of granite quarried in the neighbor- 
hood, and kuown as Rocky Farm grauite. It 
has a peculiar gray tinge which gives it an 
appearance of age. The granite is relieved 
by red sanostone trimmings and the arch!- 
tecture is a modification and combinauon of 
s styles. The houseis three stories 

high and covers a plat of ground. It 
has a frontage of 200 feet and a depth of 80 
feet. These dimensions do not include the 
spacieus piazzas and verandas which extend 
from every story. A balcony and dormer 
window of old already blackened by ex- 
posure to the weather, relieve the heavy 
stone at the southern end of the building. 
Old oak appears to be a favorite of Mr. Van- 
derbilt, and is used throughout the interior. 
Fine views are numerous about this beau- 
tiful town, but those obtainable from this 
house surpass all description. The mighty 
ocean waves dash their foam and spray up 
almost to the southern walls, while to the 
westward can be seen Brenton’s Reef light- 
ship, Beaver Tail, Narragansett Pier, and 
Point Judith. Away to the east the dim out- 
lines of the Massachusetts shore iook like 
bans of cloud. From the east windows of 
the house the view takes in Little yn wm 
the East River, and Easton’s Point, the - 
ing beach, and the cliffs. The vessels that

Upon entering the house one steps into a 
broad, square hall which occupies the centre 
of the building and opens to the roof. It is 
twenty-six feet square and is finished in 
biack oak. The walls are paneled and the 
fioor is fine enemas and highly polished. 
Massive oak piliars support a gallery which 
circles the second story, and oriel windows 
of stained glass open into the area. The win- 
dows in the hallway about both the front ana 
rear doors are also of stained glass. The 
stairway is of dark oak, simple in style, elab- 
orateness and show everywhere yielding to 
solidity and grandeur. A huge fireplace of 
grayish stone, roomy enough to accommodate 
several persons, and an old-fashioned hearth 
add antiquity to the general effect. The hall 
opens to the roof and is flooded with a soft 
radiant glow from the stained glass win- 
dows. The floor of the vestibule is laid in 
red tiles with a black tale border, 

a rich and effective design. Upon the 
right of the hall folding doors admit to the 
library, which is handsomely finished in ma- 
hogany, with an oak floor, the counterpart of 
that in the hail. Outside this apartment is a 
covered verurda extending the entire length 
of the room and twelve feet in width. 
yond tne library and communicating with it 
by folding doors is the salon, and apartment 
20x30, which is also finished in old oak. A 
long passage leads from the hall to the bill- 
iard-room, the dining-room, and the regions 
beyond. The billiard-room is on the opposite 
side of the hall from and of the same dimen- 
sions as the library. Like the hall, itis fin- 
ished in oak and has the same style of oak 
floor. The dining-room is a bright, cheerful 
apartment, finished in solid oak, with an oak 
floor. The paneling reaches nearly to the 
ceiling, leaving room only for a two-foot 
frieze of embossed leather. The ceiling is of 
heavy oak beams. A handsome oaken side- 
board is built into the wall. The other 
rooms on this floor are used for storage and 
pahtries. The kitchen 1s large and will be 
titted with ali the best possible apparatus. 
The rooms in the second story are artistic- 
ally Snished in stucco. On the right ot the 
hall is a suite of three large, roomy cham- 
bers, each supplied with bath-room and 
dressing-room. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt’s bedroom is over the biill- 
iard-room, with a superb view out over the 
ocean from the front of ne house. It is 
large and airy.

AN OCEAN OF SWEETNESS. 

In no book ever before printed is there 
such an ocean of sweetness. His love for 
“Poodle” is “literally painful“ —she is 
flower in whom the sweetness of ail others is 
centered,” and he turns from other women 
‘“wearied and disgusted” to his darli 
Poodle, who is “made all up of love 
fragrance and sweet wishes.” The first 100 
pages of the book contains a record of kisses 
that, in view of the other work Bulwer did 
in his hfetime, entitles him clearly to the 
distinction of being the most industrious 
man that ever lived. The first item is 1,000 
kisses, then follow in rapid succession ten 
billions, twenty billions, twelve, twenty mill 
ions, and ninety million million millions. The 
— number twelve in one item is probably 
to be accounted for from the fact that the 
overworked young man was writ ng a satire 
at the time. The Bulwer kiss will hereafter 
take its place in literature by the side of the 
Arbuckie-Potter-Rives osculation. 

We are told on the title page that these are 
the Letters of the late ward Bulwer, 
Lord Lytton to his wife, with ex- 
tracts from her MSS. ‘ Autobiography’ and 
other documents. Published in vindication of 
her memory 1 Devey, executrix to 
the Dowager y Lytton.” Aud in the ed- 
itor’s preface we ure assurea that these let- 
ters “afford probably tne best assistance for 
restoring a fair and natural conception of 
— characters, both of Lord Lytton and his 
wife.’ 

How any one can be vindicated “ by such 
a publication passes comprehension, and the 
desire for such “ vindication’? must be 
classed along with Dogoerry’s invincible de- 
termination to be written down anass. To 
discuss such a book seriously is out of the 
question. To consign it to silence and ob- 
livion would be kindness to the memory of 
both Bulwer and his wife; for surely to be 
overtaken 1 a Nemesis as the publica- 
tion of this k is the most cruei fate one 
could wish for his most inveterate enemy.

A dispatch from Pensacola May 18, informed

MISSISSIPPI INVADED BY ALIENS. 

Mississippi, in common with other States, 
has attracted the attention of aliens, and the 
Deita and Pine Land Company is the largest 
holder of land. Thisis a Canadian company, 
and William Watson, the principal stockhold- 
er, has taken up his residence in the State to 
look efter his and his associates’ interests. 
This is only a sampie of numerous other hold- 
ings, aggregating considerably more than a 
million acres. 

Maj. S. A. Jonas of Mississippi. who has 
been with the Assistant Secretary of the In- 
verior for several years, and who is familiar 
with the doings of the alien landlords in the 
South, says: 

In Yazoo Delta, Miss., an English syndic- 
ate purchased about a million acres of hard- 
wood lands from the State a few years ago 
and is shipping white oak staves extensively 
to Europe. There have been other purchases 
of realty, chiefly nardwood lands, in the 
Yazoo Delta and — lands in the south half 
ofthe State by English and other foreign 
capitalists, but so far as I know their pur- 
chases were all from the State, or railroaas, 
or individuals. 1 do not know of their hav- 
ing made any purchases from the public do- 
main in 1 In Alabama Engiisn 
capitalists have beef large investors in min- 
eraland coal lands, and I think are deeply 
interested in coke and furnace property.

GIGANTIC FRAUDS BY ALIENS. 

All aliens, with the possible exception of 
Lord Dunraven, thus far recorded as own- 
ing land, have no doubt obtained it through 
legitimate transfer, but there are in other 
States—notably New Mexico and California— 
instances in which aliens have been as 
rapacious in their thefts of public land as 
the mostexpert native land thieves. The 
potorious Maxweil Land Grant in New Mex- 
ico, which is in the hands of aliens, is one 
such case. The original grant was limited to 
about 96,000 acres, but it was surveyed and 
patented for 1,714,764 acres, or nearly 2,680 
square miles. The Surveyor-General of the 
State last year said, iu connection with this 
grant: It was a shameful and wanton sur- 
render (by the General Land Office and Sec- 
retary of the Interior) to the rapacity of 
monopolists of 1,662,764 acres of the public 
domain, on which hundreds of poor men bad 
settled in good faith and made valuable im- 
provements.“

In committee report No. 2,808, made to 
the House during the second session of 
tne Forty-cighth Congress, Mr. Oates 
of Alabama embodied some remarks 
referring to the subject of absentee land- 
lordiam, and mentioned the case of , 
Scuily, a subject of the Queen, owning 
100,000 acres in the State of Iilnois, occupied 
by hundreds of tenants, mostly ignorant for- 
algoers, and from whom he receives as rent

ALIENS SAID TO OWN 90,000.00 ACRES. 

Because of the secrecy with which aliens, 
as a rule, do business in this country, this 
list of land owners living in foreign coun- 
tries ouly shows a small proportion of what 
is really held. There was presented a report 
to Congress a few years ago in which the 
following aliens were said to hold the areas 
credited

shire, England, 5,000 acres—over 5,000,000 
acres. The Congressional reports always 
claimed that about 30,000,000 acres were held 
in the United States by aliens. Leaving out 
of caiculation those who have not been 
located in this country, but of which there 
are few doubts, we bave the iocations of 
about 11,000,000 acres owned by British sub- 
jects. This immense area is more than equal 
to the combined States of husetta, New 
Jersey, and Rhode Island, which today sup- 
port a population of over 3,600,000 persons 
and which are not by any means fally 
developed. 


AMERICAN ROADS OWNED 1N ENGLAND. 

It is not, however, inland alone that the 
subjects of her Majesty Queen Victoria have 
a large interest in the United States. They 
have more than 81, 000, 000 000 invested in 
railroads alone. As an example, tne Ala- 
bama, New Orieans, Texas & Pacitic Junction 
Railways Company, Limited, is an entirel 
English corporation, with $32,000,000 in stoc 
and bonds. It operates the Vicksburg and 
Meridian, Vicksburg, Shreveport & Pacific, 
New Orleans & Northwestern, Cincinnati, 
New Orleans & Texas Pacific, and Alabama 
Great Southern, with 1,157 miies of road. 
Large blocks of stock and bonds of every 
trank lire in the country are held in 
Great Britain, and immense amounts 
in dividends and interest are annually 


transferred to. that country or are 


held here by their agents for reinvest- 


ment. In investigating this branch of the 
subject the World learned this: That most 
of the bankers who are agents for Europeans 
are opposed to letting the extent of their op- 
erations be known. One would imagine that 
they belonged to an oath-bound secret organ- 
ization whose parece were to fleece the in- 
habitants without their knowledge or con- 
sent. The agent of one of the British banks 
admitted that their dealings were with aliens 
who ee their capital here, and one con- 
cern had £800,000 and another £350,000 in- 
vested in industrial enterprises in the West. 
He spoke as if this $5,600,000 was a small 
affair. No doubt it is, compared with tne 
immense aggregate of investments. Every 
one of the score of bankers spoke of millions 
and hundreds of millions as the average citi- 
zen speaks of tens of dollars. 
AMERICAN BREWERIES SECURED. 

Last August a movement was inaugurated 
to acquire American breweries, and the 
Henry Clausen & Son Brewing Company and 
Fiannagan, Nay & Co. were vonsolidated and 
purchased by British capitalists. The capi- 
tal stock is $3,000,000 and a 6 per cent mort- 
gage of $1,650,000 was placed on the proper- 
ty. The agent here, through whom tne deal 
was made, says 90 per cent of the capital was 
furnished by Dublin and Belfast investors. 
Shortly atterwards the John F. Betz & Son 
brewery of Philadelphia was capitalizeqa— 
$1,500,000 preferred and ordinary stock was 
issued and 51. 250,000 6 per cent debentures. 
This was followed by the consolidation of 
the Bartholomay, hester, and Gene- 
see breweries in Rochester and their capital- 
ization at $3,000,000. The McAvoy, Wacker

ODD EZPITAPHS ON TOMBSTONES.

The Greens, the 
Romans, and the Egyptians raised splendid 
tombs over their noble dead, those of the 
Egyptians being probably the oldest, al- 
though in many cases it is entirely impossi- 
ble to even approximate the date of some of 
the immense mounds raised in honor of the 
dead in our own country. 

If what 10 written on tombstones were 
strictly true the world would scarcely have 
need of other history; but unfortunately 
suca is not the case. The tender feelings of 
the survivors influence them to for the 
wrong and write only the good, and in most 
cases expand the latter as much as possible. 

One of the best and most epigrammatic of 
epitaphs is that ot Alexander the Great. It 
is m Latin, which, translated, is as follows: 

Here a mound suffices for one for whom the 
world was not large enough. |

and is simply: 
f Good Knight. 
Here is one from a headstoce in Cornwall, 
England, and can be read both ways:

At San Antonio; Tex., in the military cem- 
etery, on a large board that resembies a rail-

Besides the trail which leads from Fort 
Concho to Fort Davis, Tex.. is a lone grave. 
At ite head is placed a rough limestone slab, 
on which are scratched the Spanish words: 

Quien sabe? (who knows).

Dios sabe (God knows). 

Can any high-sounding phrase on sculpt- 
ured granite compare in pathotic grandeur 
with this simple little epitaph over that soli- 
tary grave on the sandy Texas plains? 


OOLORED SOCIETY IN BOSTON. 


An Exclusive Half-Breed Caste— Movement 
Against Marriace with Whites. 

Boston, Mass., June 6.—[Special. |—Boston 
has aiways taken a keen interest in the 
anthropophagous African. Not even the loss 
of an occasional missionary by the pot has 
eufticed to discourage pious workers here in 
the business of distributing, for his moral 
edification, numberless Testaments, hymn- 
books, catechisms, and tracts embodying ar- 
guments against the theory and more espe- 
ciaily the practice of cannibalism, etc. Nor, 
without further confirmation will credit be 


given to the recent report that the precious 


works thus scattered among the heathen re- 
gardiessof expense are now utilized in quan- 
tities by contractors, who buy them up for 
the manufacture of cheap shoes. It is well 
known that the enormous annual supply of 
American rum consumed by Brudder Bones 
of the Congo comes ali of it from this city, 
while the civilization of the Dark Continent 
is otherwise stimulated by the introduction 
of Yankee mechanical contrivances, sold to 
the natives by philanthropic drummers at 
prices many per cent below cost. All this 
and more, too, is Boston doimg for the un- 
tutorea colored person, whom she recognizes 
as & Man and a brother. 

The problem that is agitating the Boston 
mind just at present concerns the rapid in- 
crease of intermarriages between white and 
black people exhibited by the census records 
for the last few years in Northern States, 
particularly Massachusetts. Tne great ob. 
jection offered to such warriages is that they 
are nearly always productive of unhappy re- 
sults—so univerally, indeed, that serious 
efforts have been made to secure the passage 
through the Legisiature here of a law pro- 
hibiting these mixed unions. And tne move- 
ment in behalf of the law was backed as ear- 
nestiy dy the colored folks as by the whites. 
In nearly every case it is the groom who is of 
African blood ana not the bride. 

Social distinc.ions among the colored peo- 
ple of Boston are curiously drawn. As is 
usual elsewhere, those who are partly white 
form a caste oy themselves, and do not rec- 
ognize the realiy black.folks as their equals, 
To term this caste ultra-exclusive is putting 
it mildly. Not even the gilded lines dividing 
the swell crowd of Gotham from the unfash- 
jonable mob are more carefuily drawn than 
those which determine the colored 400 at 
Bostoo. In this select n white folks 

m no more obtain a  footi than 
black. The offspring of white women 
and colored men are ad mitted 
Only when taken up by some influential mem- 
ber of the caste, and even then their status 
is insecure, and they are apt o be sniffed at 
as new.“ Those colored people who exhibit 
& preference for Caucasian society, too, are 
invariably shutout of the best colored set. 
This may be the land of the free; but it is 
certain that the negro is much better off in 
Europe than he is here. Over there he is not 

kead down upon as a member of a despised 
race. On the contrary, his complexion is re. 
garded as giving him an agreeably foreign 
and therefore interesting appearance, whiie 
bis chances for success in life, matrimonialiy 
and otherwise, are about as gooa as the 
white man’s.

HOW SHALL THE BOYS OF AMERICA 


MAKE THEIR WAY IN THE WORLD? 


Prof. David Swing Gives Some Timely Ad- 
‘vies on the Subject—Dr. De Wolf Be- 
Meves That Young Men Are More Apt 
to Succeed with a Trade than s Pro- 


fession—George R. Davis Says There's 


Plenty of Room at the Top—Senator 
Farwell Advises “‘ Honesty.” 
[The following article was printed in only a portion of 
yesterday’ 


edition. ] 

Nearly every one has his own idea how a 
boy should be brought up. It.is a compara- 
tively easy matter to point out a certain 
course for him to pursue, look after his 
morals, see that he associates with proper 
companions, is polite and courteous, respect- 
ful to his elders, attentive to his everyday 
duties, and in short train him in all those lit- 
tle details that lay the foundation for a 
strong and noble manhood. Up toa certain 
age this is generally ali right in theory and 
practice, But it stops there, and when the 
boy arrives at man’s estate the fond parents 
begin casting about to see what they shal! do 
with their promising offspring. What shall 
we do with the boys! It ie an old question, 
but it comes up every day with ronewed 
strength and vigor, and as the world grows 
in population and the fields of usefulness 
broadea the problem becomes deeper and 
harder to solve, Taken on the assumption 
that the boy without any means whatever to 
aid him ip life’s .struggle will simply be 
obliged to go forth in the world and push his 
way to fame and glory over almost insur- 
mountable barriers, Tas TRIBUNE prepared 
a series of questions as to the best course 
for a youth in limited circumstances to pur- 
sue. The following circular letter was sent 
to well known business men in the city: 

1, What in your opinion is the best course for 
a boy with moderate resources—say from $1,000 
to $5,000—to pursue? Study for a profession, 
engage in mercantile pursuits, or learn a trade? 

2. What profession, mercantile pursuit, or 
trade offers the greatest advantages to a young 
man desirous of getting on in the world” 

8. What is your opinion in regard to the prac. 
tical advantages of a collegiate education for the 
average young man? 

PROF. DAVID SWING’S As. 

The result of these inquiries will be found 
below, the answers being arranged in the 
order in which the questions were asked: 


1. This question assumes that the boy is 
old enough to enter upon svecial pre tion 
for a pursuit. He must then examine him- 
self. and if he has, in the opinion of all, ex- 
veptional powers as a speaker and reasoner 
he would better study law or theology; if be 
has common talents would better invest 
his money in Chicago out-iots and then work 
his way along without touch his capital 
until he has become 30 years old. His capi- 
tal will then be much larger and he will 
know better how to spend it. 

2. The law offers the largest future; but it 
makes that offer to only a small number. 
The other pursuits, professions and trades 
(pulpit excepted), all offer about the same 
end of honors and gold to the same amount 
of brain and energy. All should be settled 
by the decided taste of the candidate. A 
great, wise farmer is the equal to the mer- 
chant or builder or doctor. There isa won- 
derful equality in the house of industry. 

3. A college education ought to imply a 
mind better trained to reason, to reflect, to 
act, to appreciate. College adds four years 
to what is called tne building-up of power. 
It must, therefore, be looked upon as an ad- 
vantage, because a grocer, a merchant, a 
carpenter, a farmer, or a bank clerk should 
certainly find a trained intellect a wonderful 
help each dayip the year. But the same 
mind that gathers power in a college does 
quite well without a college. A college can- 
not create manhood; it only helps the heart 
that is almost able to help itself. Four years 
of college are not essegtial toa mind that 
gives all its years to reflecuon and to the 
acquisition of knowledge. The idiers and 
dunces found in colleges do not weigh against 
the value of such institutions to those who 
are not idlers nor dunces. Four years of 
faithful college work where the health of the 
body is not injured are a storing-up of power 
for any calling—tbat of mechanic or merchant 
or farmer. The four college years ought to 
enrichen language, add to information, ana, 
what is most useful, redouble the acuteness 
of the reasoning faculty. Davio Swine. 

DR. DE WOLF BELINVES IN A TRADE. 

1. Itis my opinion that the boy who has 
been taught a trade suited to his taste ana 
capacities is best equipped for the emergen- 
cies of life as connected with the struggle 
for existence. During the last thirteen 
years many hundreds of men have sought 
my aid to procure employment. 

Most of them were in sore need. I have 
found it more difficult to place the man who 
could caiculate an eclipse and read his He- 
brew Testament than bim who could only 
sweep the streets and hoe from the gutter. 
In many instances the educated man was in 
such distress of want that he would willing- 
ly undertake the broom and hoe service, but 
he lacked the physical strength. He would 
attempt it and break down. Last week I 
procured N in a livery barn for a 
man who holds the degree of A. M. from a 
New England college. He is a perfectly 
temperate and upright character, yet at 55 
years of age absolutely stranded in the bat- 
tle for bread and butter. Younger men in 
every field were covering the ground more 
effectively than was possible for him to do 
and he was driven to the wall. I have 
listened many, many times to such experi- 
ences so full of honorable effort and utter 
failure. During the fall and winter seasons, 
when the unemployed from the Pacific 
coast to our lakes seem to gravitate towards 
Chicago, it is difficult to find employment for 
the two classes of men mentioned, while, per 
contra, I have never found the least trouble 
in placing a man whose hand was technically 
educated. No matter whether it be in 
making and driving a horseshoe nail, baking 
a loaf of bread, or painting a panel of wood, 
the man wuo does it well can always, in my 
experience, be placed at wages that will at 
least supply him with food and clothing and 
shelter. Ten days ago a master plumber in 
this city needed a bookkeeper. He placed an 
“ad” in Taz SunDay TRIBUNE Making known 
his wants, and Monday morning he received 
200 letters begging for the position, which 
paid u week. Many of them were from 
educated men—as the schools speak of educa- 
tion—some of them were pathetic in their 
importunity tor an interview in which they 
could explain tbeir necessities and anxiety 
for employment, and all offered abundant 
testimonials cf character and ability. At 
the same time this master was paying $21 a 
week to the young mechanics who worked in 
his establishment and the supply did not ex- 
ceed the demand. 

2. In my opinion the average young man 
“desirous of getting on in the worid should not 
seek the professions today.“ neither should 
he be satistied with asimple clerical position, 
which promises nothing more than a possi- 
ble advance along the same line of duty. He 
shouid early be sowing seed that will give 
—— of harvest in the future. From a 

usiness standpoint I would prefer to see a 
youth the proprietor of an independent pea- 
nut stand On the street corner, who was am- 
bitious to add bananas to his stock in trade 
next month, and the month following or- 
anges, then to see him seeking a clerkship 
under Col. Sexton, with the possibility of 
finding himself adrift three years in the fut- 
ure, 

3. I would not discourage the boy who de- 
Sired a classical education and had the 
means to acquire it—particularly if he gave 
promise of an ability to use that education 
profitably to himseif and to his fellows. But 
who has not seen instances—and many of 
them—where the higher education seemed to 
devitalize manhood, to have created aspira- 
tions that could never be realized, to have 
1 pe the manly grip which must take 
hola of all the affairs of life in this practical 
age if success is to come? I beneve that the 
sound common school education which is af- 
forded to every boy in America today, sup- 

lemented by a trade, offers the most prom- 
se of success to the average young man in 
this struggle of the survival of the fit- 
test.

WHAT GEORGE k. DAVIS SAYS. 

To Question No. 1—Seek to ascertain the 
boy’s natural bent, and if for business, for 
profession, or literature aid him in that direc- 
tion which be most naturally will take. No 
collegiate course unless he exhibits an ambi- 
tion and application for it. Mercantiie pur- 
suits offer nothing better than a trade; that 
is, a boy who will rise above a clerkship in 
mercantile pursuits will rise above a jour- 
neyman in a trade and pursue it as manager 
of a business. 

Question No. 2—I would give my boys a 
legal education if they would take it, al- 
though I designed them for business.

except for his marriage, the probability 1s he 
could never have stemmed the tide of money 
difficulties which always hampered him. 

in the first days of their friendship Lady 
Beaconsfield must have helped him largely, 
for a circumstantial storv was told by the 
Conservative agent at Maidstone, for which 
place Lord Beaconsfield sat—tnat at his frat 
election, when things looked bad for the 
Conservative candidate, and the Liberals 
were spending their money freely, Mr. 
Disraeli came into the garden behind 
the Star Hotel, the Conservative head- 
quarters, and throwing himself down 
on the grass, declared that he should be 
beaten, and that if so, bis career was over, 
and he was ruined.

music TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION, 


Second Annual Meeting to Be Held This 
Month at Peoria. 

The music teachers of Illinois will hold 
their second annual meeting at Peoria June 
25, 26, and 27. The organization had its origin 
in Chicago in the spring of 1886, but the sea- 
son was too far advanced to admit of holding 
a meeting that year.
